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FULL-TIME OR PART-TIME CITIZEN? 


Now Is The Time For Constant Action If You Would Help Steer 
Your Country Toward Greater Progress And A Brighter Future 


IKE a thief in the night potent forces are inces- 
santly gnawing away at your most precious heri- 
tage — freedom. With every passing hour these male- 
factors intensify their nefarious attacks. Experts de- 
clare this menace is far greater today than ever before. 
“T am aware of this fact,” you say, “but I am neither 
a professional politician nor a statesman, There is 
nothing I, an ordinary individual, can do about this 
deplorable situation.” 

That conclusion could not be more inaccurate, It 
matters not who or what you are, you can make a ma- 
terial contribution to the preservation of Americanism. 

What can you do? 

You can emulate Lew Webb, a Midwestern trade 
unionist. He did not like the way the officers were 
running his union, And he set out to do something 
about it. 

His first step was to ask capable friends to run for 
office at the coming union election. But every one of 
them begged off. It was practically impossible, they 
claimed, for a rank and filer to break through the 
clique that held power. 

This discouraging state of affairs tempted Lew to 
forget the whole thing. But his conscience kept both- 
ering him until finally he decided to run for office 
himself. 

“Our Union,” he told his fellow members, “can 
never be any better than the individuals running it. 
Self-autonomy is impossible without self-participation. 
And a good Union starts with you.” 

This was only the beginning. “Our Union,” Lew 
continued, “will be just as good as you —and others 
like you—- make it. Each individual member is im- 
portant. What he does, or fails to do, will strengthen 
or weaken the Brotherhood just that much.” 

Now Lew waxed eloquent. “The results of the com- 
ing election,” he declared as he campaigned, “will be 
of vital concern to every member, It will largely de- 
termine which fellow Brothers and whose policies will 
set the pattern for our Union membership. 

“It is a human tendency to vote for self-interest 
rather than for the good of all concerned,” Lew con- 
tinued. “Putting the welfare of our Union above the 
interests of a particular party, group, or individuals 
is one sure way to protect the democratic Brotherhood 
which all are looking forward to.” 

Then, in a thoroughly convincing manner, Lew de- 
clared: “My reverence for honesty, fairness, and truth 
is above any commitments to compromise or to part 
with, in any way, my principles, Vote and support 
those whom you know want to serve and will serve 
our Union for the best interests of all.” 

And when the votes were counted, Lew Webb had

won a position on the executive board by a margin of 
19 votes out of a total of 1,116 cast. 

He won because he recognized his responsibility to 
see that his Union was as good as he could possibly 
make it. He accepted that responsibility and had 
courage to fight for his convictions. As a result, he 
made a truly significant contribution to the preserva- 
tion of Americanism. 

Another person, an ordinary housewife in Los An- 
geles, has an even more inspiring story to tell, It all 
began with an invitation which Marion Miller received 
to attend a conference of the Committee for the Pro- 
tection of the Foreign Born. 

Suspecting that this organization was a Communist 
front, Mrs, Miller mailed the invitation to the FBI 
and shortly thereafter agreed to join the Committee 
as an aid to the Bureau. 

Although Mrs, Miller understood the problems such 
action would bring, she recognized its importance. 
Therefore she spent many days and evenings working 
for the Red Committee. 

Tragedy first loomed for Mrs. Miller when her asso- 
ciates insisted that she bring her son Paul to a 
Communist youth meeting. When the pressure be- 
came acute, she told the FBI about it. 

“They told me,” she says, “that I could quit my as- 
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signment any time I thought it necessary, but that 
I was providing very valuable information.” 

Very valuable information. That was the key. And 
Mrs. Miller, eager to serve her country well, continued 
with the FBI. For months — even though she was ill 
—she clung on, doing all she could to aid the Govy- 
ernment. 

Then, at long last, it appeared that her work was 
near the end, The information she had supplied, it 
seemed, was suflicient to prove the Committee was a 
Communist front. Consequently Mrs, Miller testified 
before the Subversive Activities Control Board in 
Washington. Then experiencing a sense of relief, she 
rushed home. 

There her anxious-faced husband handed her a cop) 
of a letter which had been circulated in her neighbor- 
hood while she had been away. 

“Dear Neighbor,” the letter began, “informers are 
hated by all fair-minded people in the United States.” 
And it ended with an even more stinging lash. “Is it 
not contemptible of Marion Miller, daughter of immi- 
grant parents, to lend herself to unscrupulous spying 
and theft of records from an organization which de- 
fends victims of the racist and discriminatory McCar 
ran-Walter Immigration and Nationality Act?” 

Bad as that was, another matter superseded it in 
importance in Mrs. Miller’s mind. What, she won- 
dered, about her son? How did this affect him? On 
the mind of an impressionable child, whispers, insinu- 
ations, and outright charges could have a tremendous 
impact. 

It was not long until Mrs. Miller faced the $64,000 
question. She was putting Paul to bed when he looked 
up at her. “Mother,” he asked hesitantly, “are you a 
spy ?” 

Mrs. Miller tenderly smoothed her son’s hair. 
answer, she knew, was of terrific importance.

her manner, perhaps, was even more significant than 
her words. In this dramatic moment, facing her own 
sou, she prayed that she might give the right answer. 

“Darling,” she said quietly, a smile on her face, “1 
am a counterspy. 1 work with FBI.” And she kissed 
him goodnight as calmly as she had done on a thou- 
sand other nights. 

But even this was not all. Faceless conspirators, 
hiding behind taunting voices, telephoned insults and 
obscenities. Others of their ilk flooded the Millers 
with anonymous letters. And at midnight a cowardly 
wretch crashed a rock through the Miller’s picture 
window. 

“You're not wanted in this neighborhood,” read a 
note attached to the rock. “Tomorrow morning there’d 
better be a For Sale sign on your front yard or else!” 

It would have been easy for the Millers to have 
posted a For Sale sign. But they did no such thing. 
Instead, Mr. Miller reported the facts to the local 
newspapers which published the story in full. 

Now the situation changed. Loyal Americans tele 
phoned their congratulations, patriotic neighbors came 
to eall, and even President 
telegram of praise. 

The Millers’ ordeal — dramatic, heart-breaking, and 
near tragic —is over. But it is not forgotten. This 
one woman, by her single-handed action, made a ma- 
terial contribution to the perpetuation of freedom. 

Down through the years patriots will laud her cour- 
ageous and significant action — action which conclu- 
sively proves that one ordinary individual who accepts 
responsibility can become a mighty and compelling 
force for freedom. 

Many other men and women have sacrificed the

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quietness of their fireside to aid our Government in 
its security against the open and hidden enemies. 
Some have devoted their full time to the cause. Such 
is the case of Mildred Blauvelt, acting as an under- 
cover agent for the detective department of the New 
York City Police, who joined and worked in the Com- 
munist movement with the sole purpose of getting a 
line on the most active of the Reds, and a knowledge 
of their conspiracy program, then sacrificing her fu- 
ture by coming out boldly and exposing their intrigues 
before a Congressional investigating committee.

Or perhaps you wish to become a Herculean power 
against the enemy. Just a decade ago a group of dar 
ing patriots experienced such a desire.

effort to accomplish their objective they recruited not 
only individuals, but national organizations, thus form- 
ing The All-American Conference to Combat Com- 
munism. 

Working with member organizations, the Conference 
has published and distributed anti-Communist pam- 
phlets by the hundreds of thousands, “This is the 
story of the greatest single menace in the world to- 
day,” one of these booklets reports. “It is the true 
story of the Soviet World Empire and of its drive to 
conquer the rest of the globe. 

“What is related here vitally affects you — your life, 
your survival and that of your loved ones — more sig- 
nificantly than does any other development in this 
world.” 

Then, in forceful language, the pamphlet points out 
the reasons for the Red lust, the march of the Red 
Goliath, and what one can do individually to combat 
Communism. 

The Conference, through the publication and distri- 
bution of these pamphlets, has made a material con- 
tribution to the perpetuation of Americanism. 

But the Conference has gone farther. It publishes 


a monthly newsletter called Freedom’s Facts designed 
to inform the public of current Communists’ activities.

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FREE ENTERPRISE BREEDS

(CAN a man start a business today and do at least 
$1,000,000 a year in sales before reaching the age 
of 39? 

He certainly can according to 1100 members of the 
Young Presidents Organization, who have done just 
that in order to become eligible for this exclusive “Mil- 
lionaires’ Club.” These men, with their sleeves rolled 
up and their eye on tomorrow, are solid proof of the 
good old American story that opportunities for suc- 
cess await those who have the will to work for it. 

The YPO was six years old last October and has 
yrown from an original 44 members. They wish they 
could make it 150,000,000. 

Seventy-five of the members are millionaires and 
all of the young presidents draw an average annual 
salary of $41,000 less taxes. Pretty soft, you say? 
Then look here: More than 14 per cent of all presi- 
dents average 63 hours a week at their desks. All 
of them average over 13 hours overtime per week. 
Most are constantly plagued by the frustrating feeling 
that they have more work to do on any given day 
than they can satisfactorily accomplish. That’s how 
they got to be head of a million dollar company. 

Take Elsie Frankfurt, 38, who 17 years ago started 
age Boy Fashions, Inc., in Dallas, Texas, with a 
capital of $500, and has made it grow into a $2,000,000 
a year business selling maternity dresses, 

jack in 1939, Elsie’s younger sister was going to 
have a baby. Elsie looked her over critically. 

“You look like an unmade bed,” she said. 

Then she went to work and designed the type of 
maternity dress that attracted so much interest it led 
to the formation of the now highly successful business. 

Not every YPO member has such a dramatic story, 
or one so easily capsuled. A good share started their 
own businesses, however, despite interruptions for war 
service. Others worked up through the ranks of estab- 
lished firms to the top position. The commonest pat- 
tern is from successful salesman to manager to admin- 
istrator. 

During YPO’s first year, efforts have been made to 
help members improve management of their own 
plants. The group wants to make certain that every 
opportunity is given to their own employees to ad- 
vance through their own initiative and enterprise. 

“Trouble with too many young people today is that 
they are only fifty percenters, forty percenters, or, at 
best sixty percenters,” is how John W. Rollins, 39, 
president, Rollins Leasing Corporation, expressed it. 
He heads a management firm in Wilmington, Dela- 
ware, that manages his growing enterprises. They 
include a national lease and sales passenger car and 
truck service, three auto dealer franchises, three broad- 
casting stations, an electronic manufacturing plant, 
and a huge farm resort in Georgia, stocked with polled 
Hereford cattle, all of which gross more than $15,000,- 
000 a year. 

A Georgia farm boy who only went through public 
high school, he began work as a boilermaker, took cor- 
respondence school courses, attended night school, 
came up the hard way.

It Was Freedom Of Enterprise That Drew Pioneers 


To America. It Is Free Enterprise That Spurs 


Pioneers Of Industry Today 


“We wonder what is going to happen to America 
if the youngsters coming along continue to look out- 
side themselves for security instead of to themselves,” 
Rollins has said. 

To inspire others to similar enterprise, YPO believes 
it is important for presidents of companies to make 
continuing education possible for those who work for 
them. 

“Modern business often is inclined to spend more 
money on machines than on individual human beings,” 
Mills B. Lane, president of the Citizens & Southern

National Bank, Atlanta, Ga., explains, Citizens & 
Southern sets aside an appropriation of $12,000 a 
month to be spent on education and travel for junior 
executives, and has stock participation plans. 

“The spark of ambition with which most men and 
women are born must be cultivated,” Lane said. “Peo- 
ple must be taught to conserve as opposed to squan- 
dering their resources. It’s a job of human engi- 
neering.” 

One of the advocates of profit sharing is Frank B. 
Rackley, 39, president of the Jessop Steel Company, 
Washington, Pa. He is the nation’s youngest head 
of a steel producing company. In his plant in 1950 
every one of the 800 employees became a stockholder. 

Rackley is the son of a blacksmith. He grew up in 
a rough Pennsylvania steel town, and remains proud 
of the fact that being president of a prospering con- 
cern hasn’t worn his own personal roughness too 
smooth. He enjoys a good fight, having fought his 

yay from the bottom to the top. 

These are exceptional men. They have reached the 
top 20 years sooner than most company heads do. 
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Typical of a common pattern among members is the 
advance of Dick Sellars up the ranks from salesman 
to president of the Johnson & Johnson subsidiary, 
Ethicon Suture Laboratories. Dick got his first taste 
for selling as a customers’ man and stock salesman in 
his native Springfield, Mass. When 24, he switched 
to selling drug stores, moved up rapidly to district 
sales manager, to vice-president in charge of a Can- 
adian branch, and then to assistant to president and 
finally president. 

Depressions or wars have failed to halt advances of 
the young presidents. Bill Coleman, 38, selling wire 
advertising specialties, formed his own company, Cole- 
man-Pettersen Inc. of Cleveland and Los Angeles, had 
to leave for Navy service, returned and his firm is now 
going great guns. 

Charles Willis, 37, president of the Willis-Rose Cor- 
poration, Jamaica, L. L., seized opportunity as a re- 
turned veteran and made it pay off. Willis’ firm serv- 
ices all the airplanes that fly in and out of Idlewild 
International Airport, New York, and also Teterboro, 
N. J., where he also operates the Teterboro School of 
Aeronautics, Without any previous business experi- 
ence, Willis built up his firm to exceed the $1,000,000 
a year mark. He enlisted before Pearl Harbor as an 
apprentice seaman in the Navy, transferred to the 
Navy Air Corps, became a pilot, served in combat in 
both European and Pacific theaters. He was mustered 
out with the rank of Lt. Commander. 

A free citizen again, Willis had, besides five Dis- 
tinguished Flying Crosses, five Air Medals, one Purple 
Heart, nine Battle Stars and other ribbons, and $2,000 
he had saved from his service pay. With this money 
as a start, he borrowed from others, chiefly ex-service 
men, until he got together $13,000, to form what has 
become a most successful enterprise. 

Biographical data on YPO members reveals almost 
every legitimate business you can name. Currently, in 
addition to tending business, every single member is 
serving some civic or trade group, proving the old 
adage, “if you want something done, call on a busy 
man to do it.” The most common job young presidents 
are asked to perform is to head up local Community 
Chest drives, Some score are active in local politics. 

They believe, as President Griswold of Yale Univer- 
sity once said, “Neither technology nor dialectics can 
ever replace the creative individual.” Each one of 
the YPO members constitutes a separate success story 
of how creative individualism still pays off in America. 

They have gotten where they are too, because they 
know how to rise to the occasion in times of crisis. 
Casey Stengel was once asked why he was the highest 
paid manager in baseball. His answer was that “Any- 
body can run a ball club when the pitching is good and 
everybody’s hitting. It’s when they ain’t that you 
need guys like me.” And it is in similar periods of 
crisis that these presidents are most apt to prove 
again why they became presidents in the first place. 

They know how to fight when their backs are against 
the wall. Here’s what happened to one: 

“My morning’s mail brought me a 60-day notice of 
contract termination. We are a distributor. This 
contract represented 95 per cent of our gross. It was 
necessary to decide whether we should salvage what 
we could and close down. I decided to fight. In the 
next 60 days I wrote over 8000 letters, traveled over 
6000 miles and secured for our organization products 
of equal or better potential than the one we lost.” 

Another one reported: “A tornado destroyed our 
plant. Some of the stockholders favored distributing 
the insurance we received and liquidating the com- 
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pany. But I decided to rebuild and did so with a 50 
per cent increase in production capacity. We now have 
a larger business and a more profitable business.” 

And another: “A company 50 times our size tried 
to rub us out. They established a price structure 35 
per cent below our present cost, and 15 per cent below 
our cost at full production. In six months they cut 
our sales in half. We refused to sell out. We cut 
costs to the bone, negotiated mergers, reorganized 
management and developed new products. We may 
emerge stronger than we were beforehand.” 

These men are demons on anything that deals with 
self-improvement. At any given time about 3 out of 
4 are actively engaged in doing something to improve 
themselves, None will hesitate to go to any length to 
improve themselves in areas where they feel they are 
weak. One man has decided this year not to refuse any

invitation to speak, although he hates public speaking, 
because he feels the need to practice. Another went 
out of his way without charge to arrange for the fi- 
nancing of a business associate’s company so that he 
could learn more about capital formation and man- 
agement. 

All are convinced that despite high taxes and other 
restraints on business, opportunities for forming or 
enlarging one’s own business remain unlimited. 
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“That government is the strongest of which every 
man feels himself a part.” 


S° WROTE Thomas Jefferson to his friend, Governor 
“ H. D. Tiffin, in 1807. The truth of that sage obser- 
vation has particular significance for all Americans in 
1960. 

This year, American citizens have the inescapable 
responsibility of electing a President who will be 
charged with the anxious duty of guiding the nation’s 
destiny in what may well be its most crucial phase. 
The responsibility of American citizens this year is 
accentuated by the fact that 31 Senators are to be 
chosen, and the entire political composition of the 
House of Representatives is to be determined by the 
voters of the nation. 

In thinking about the elections of 1960 —and it is 
inconceivable that Americans can avoid thought about 
them — we must frankly face some disturbing phe- 
nomena that reflect serious discredit on the evaluation 
of our heritage of democratic government. How do 
we respond to our responsibilities of citizenship? What 
active part do we take in our government? 

An honest self-catechizing will reveal the most dis- 
turbing fact, that of all the countries of the world, 
where even a semblance of stable government exists, 
the proportion of American citizens who take the 
trouble to vote is lower in the United States than any- 
where else! Statistics can be awfully dull, even bur- 
densome at times; but there is a compelling necessity 
to examine briefly the voting record in America. 

In 1956, a Presidential Election year, out of an 
estimated 100 million eligible voters, only 58 million 
took the trouble to go to the polls. In 1958, only 45 
million voted. In 1960, it is estimated that there will 
be some 130 million eligible voters, and if the same 
percentages hold, as they probably will unless some 
miracle ensues which will stir us out of our apathy, we 
will have little to boast about and less to rightfully 
complain about concerning the type of administration 
of government we get. 

It would be academic to argue that the mere act of 
voting is conclusive. In totalitarian countries, almost 
everyone who is physically able to get to the polls is 
forced to vote or suffer severe penalties. The fact that 
over 95% of those who vote in those countries, affirm 
the dictatorship in power means nothing, except per- 
haps, that the military or the secret police have per- 
formed efficiently in behalf of the dictatorship. 

Even in some democratic nations, Australia and 
Belgium for example, citizens who fail to vote are 
subject to fines or denied certain privileges of citizen- 
ship. In England’s last General Election, the voting 
was 50% greater than in our own country, and the 
people thereby cast off the yoke of Socialism. In 
Italy’s national referendum, two and one-half as 
many persons voted, proportionate to population, as 
in our last Presidential Election, and almost four 
times as many as in the American election of 1958; as

a result the government of Italy was saved from Com- 
munist-Socialist control. 

Does this indicate that these European people prize 
their right to vote more highly than Americans? It 
would certainly seem so. But it was not always so! 
The major political issues of 1896 in the initial Mc- 
Kinley-Bryan contest for President, were more or 
less parochial to the United States. Yet in that elec- 
tion, out of approximately 17 million qualified voters, 
more than 14 million cast ballots. 

It may be true that much of the interest of the 
masses of people in their political affairs at that time, 
was due to the impassioned eloquence of William Jen- 
nings Bryan, and the deep sincerity of his warnings

against the inevitable consequences of political apathy. 
Much of it may have been due to the frenzied activity 
of the opposition party and the more conservative 
platform of McKinley. But whatever the reason, 80% 
of the qualified voters took sides and cast ballots. 

It is significant to recall that it required much more 
effort to get to the election polls sixty years ago than 
it does today. 

What is the reason for our current political apathy? 
There is grave danger of over-simplification in at- 
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tempting an answer. There are many factors that 
contribute to political indifference. One may be sheer 
indolence, but perhaps the most compelling one is not 
being sufficiently informed on important political is- 
sues, and not being actively associated with a political 
organization equipped to make opinion articulate. 

Certainly in our modern life there can be no sense 
in any complaint of lack of information. On the con- 
trary, there may be justified complaint about the vast 
quantity, and the uncertain quality of information on 
public questions clamoring for the attention of the 
reading and listening public. 

Aristotle once said that the size of the ideal nation 
should be determined by the range of a man’s voice. 
Modern science has now brought the whole world into 
that compass by the perfection of radio and TV; but 
the validity of Aristotle’s observation is still unchal- 
lenged by that inclusiveness. What is important to 
the American republic is the responsibility of the voice 
and the honesty of the message. But, even if both are 
affirmative, they still must rely on an interested elec- 
torate. 

It would be unreasonable to expect the average voter 
to fully comprehend every political question in its al- 
most baffling complexity; but it is not unreasonable 
to expect that he will make an honest effort in his 
own interest to examine the major issues, even by 
synthesis, and to expand his interest to include at 
least a working knowledge of political issues and to 
indicate by his vote, his real concern about them. 

The man or woman in America who plaintively says: 
“What difference does my one vote make?” is unwit 
tingly uttering a piteous cry of sheer frustration and 
servile impotence. Neither are characteristics of 
America, and most Americans would vigorously resent 
such an implication. But the political indifference of 
great masses of our citizens confronts us as an in 
sistent fact. 

Anyone who seeks to find escape from the duty of 
voting, in the thought that a single vote is ineffectual, 
might be startled out of complacency by recalling that 
the history of the human race abounds with examples 
where a single voice or a single vote turned the destiny 
of an entire nation, and sometimes of the world! 

In our own time we have only to think of a frail fig 
ure, Ghandi, who dominated, by sheer force of intellect 
and example, hundreds of millions of human beings 
in India: On the ugly side, we can think of Hitler, 
of Mussolini. We can recall] that it was Hitler’s single 
vote that broke the deadlock in the Beer-Hail Putsch, 
and thus started the Nazi Party on its deadly road to 
crimson fame. We can recall also, that one man, 
Mussolini, owed the initial success of his Fascist move 
ment to his first, personal, flambuoyant appeal to the 
youth of Italy, and exploited his marching song, “Gio- 
vinezza,” to excite it almost to a frenzy. We need no 
dread reminders of the personal power of a Lenin, 
and a Stalin or Khrushchev in the “purges” and the 
enslavement of countless millions, These are only 
random examples of what a single individual’s power 
has been, but we have yet another which shows that 
the indifference and neglect of a single individual 
turned the course of our own history. 

In the early days of our Revolution, a certain Brit- 
ish official petulantly closed his desk after stufling it 
with State Papers, and blithely went off to the country 
to enjoy an extended week-end. In his impatience to 


begin his holiday, that British Secretary for the Colo- 
nies neglected to dispatch the orders to General Howe 
to conjoin with General Burgoyne at Saratoga; and so, 
a decisive and victorious battle was added to our Amer- 
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ican history. Historians tell us that the American 
Revolution may have been stifled in its very beginnings 
by a conjunction of Howe and Bourgoyne at Saratoga. 
It is an interesting speculation, but it serves to point 
up the lesson of an individual’s duty. 

Let our generation of Americans ask themselves in 
all candor, whether the social, economic and foreign 
problems facing their Government in 1960 outweigh 
the problems that beset the founders of this great 
nation. Let them ask themselves how they would ap- 
praise the penalty for political inaction or indiffer- 
ence in 1787 and compare it with the penalties of po- 
litical inaction and indifference in 1960! 


We have been forced to recognize, however belatedly 
or reluctantly, that there are two ideologies dividing 
the world today. They are not only different, but posi- 
tively hostile. 

Our American ideas of government may have 
some imperfections; at times our actions and_ poli- 
cies may not seem to be coherent with our avowed

ideals; but there is always inherent in our American 
system, the visible, tangible deposit of their own reme- 
dies. Under our republican form of government, the 
common man is vouchsafed the sovereign decisions of 
his own destiny, and they are inviolate. Basically, 
that is the division between any form of totalitarianism 
and the meaning of republicanism as we know it and 
would continue to have it. 

It may be trite to say that a citizen’s responsibilities 
do not end when he casts his ballot; but what does 
need frequent and emphatic repeating, is that he is an 
active, participating proprietor in the business of 
government, and he must evidence that vital interest 
in the daily affairs and operation of that business. 

The old notion that politics and diplomacy are the 
exclusive concern of professional pol icians has been 
completely discredited. Statesmen, diplomats and 
politicians at all levels, can be expected to display 
and apply the requisite strength, conrage and knowl- 
edge for progressive and realistic policies, only if that 
strength, courage and knowledge are true reflections 
of the will and determination of the articulate ma- 
jority of the citizens whom they are elected or ap- 
pointed to serve, <A citizen who becomes mute by ab-

In view of the Burmese elections scheduled for February, 
we are presenting the account of Soviet machinations as tes- 
tified to by one of their intelligence operators who has de- 
fected to the West. 

We print this in his own words. The only editing has 
been the removal of personal comments and names. This 
was done that the overall picture might rest on its own 
merits and the pattern be plain for all to read. 


DO NOT approve of the Soviet Communist regime 

nor what is called the Soviet Government. I came 
to disapprove even before I went abroad to Burma, al- 
though my experiences in Burma helped me to under- 
stand more fully the evil of Communism. I watched 
the Soviet regime in action and I studied its methods 
and doctrines quite thoroughly at special institutes 
designed for persons (like me) to be sent abroad. My 
classmates and I were considered by the regime to be 
its first-line ideological fighters. For more than two 
years, | was a member of the Soviet Embassy in Bur- 
ma. During this period, I worked for Soviet intel- 
ligence, 

In June, 1958, I found it impossible to continue to 
work for the Soviet Communist regime with a clear 
conscience, | decided to make my decisive step be- 
cause, first of all, | wanted to help in the struggle for 
freedom and democracy of my own Russian people, as 
well as all other peoples enslaved by the Communists. 
Secondly, I decided to do it in order to help other 
nations endangered by Communism to preserve their 
freedom and independence. This was especially true 
about Burma, a country which I came to love, and to 
which I feel a definite moral obligation. 

In the Fall of 1957, while on leave in Moscow, I was 
informed by high ranking KGB officers that I had been 
selected to work for the political intelligence group 
in Burma, The two men who directed me to join KGB 
were Valdimir Us and Boris Galashin, whom I knew 
in Burma as high ranking Soviet Embassy officers. 
They told me that I had been selected for KGB since 
I knew Burma, and the Burmese language. This was 
a decision that I could not accept or reject. They 
were only telling me what KGB headquarters had de- 
cided. 

They had me sign a paper which was an oath to 
do my best in performing tasks assigned by intelligence 
superiors and to keep deadly silent about my work. 
The last sentence of the oath stated that, if I willingly 
or unwillingly revealed secrets, I should be ready to 
accept any punishment, including the death sentence. 
Us and Galashin gave me the false name of Kazakov. 
After this, they told me what my duties would be for 
Soviet intelligence in Burma. 

[ was to translate from Burmese to Russian, secret 
documents obtained by the Rangoon element of the 
Political intelligence group. I was to develop contacts 
in Burmese political circles, in order to gather infor- 
mation, This would lead to my developing “coopera- 
tive” politicians, in order to turn them into paid Soviet 
agents. 

I was to establish contacts with foreigners in Burma,

in order to gather information on the work of foreign 
embassies and to penetrate them. Lastly, I was to ob- 
serve the behavior of other Soviet citizens in Burma 
and report on them. I had instructions that my intel- 
ligence affiliation should be kept secret from other 
members of the Soviet Embassy in Burma, including 
Ambassador Shiborin himself. 

The KGB is supervised by the Central Committee of 
the Communist Party of the Soviet Union. This or- 
ganization plants its residents abroad under cover as 
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diplomats, Embassy workers, representatives of the 
State Committee for Cultural Relations with Foreign 
Countries (VOKS), SOVEKSPORTFILM, SOVIN- 
FORMBUREAU, and with interpreters or technicians 
working with Soviet aid projects, 

The activities of the Soviet intelligence in Burma 
are to subvert the nationalist political forces and 
politicians, gather secret information about the Bur- 
mese Government and to carry out special psycho- 
logical warfare. The group also had the responsibility 
to observe and report on all Soviet citizens in Burma, 
to discover the unreliable elements and those that had 
been influenced by “capitalist” propaganda and sur- 
roundings, The group also carries out espionage work 
towards the penetration of foreign embassies in Bur- 
ma, especially the American. 

In their work, the KGB in Burma is responsible 
only to its headquarters in Moscow, The Ambassador 
himself is kept under constant physical and technical 
watch, and reports on his activities are regularly sent 
to Moscow by the group. 

This intelligence group works with its agents in 
the political parties, such as the pro-Communist Na- 
tional United Front. The largest part of my work was 
the translations of reports and documents of these

agents who penetrated the political parties, in addi- 
tion to governmental departments and the Burmese 
Army. 

The main bases from which the secret intelligence 
activity was carried out are the offices in the Embassy, 
of VOKS, SOVEXPORTFILM, and SOVINFORMBU- 
REAU. The group uses three separate units of special 
radio equipment for their work in Burma, 

The KGB element has a special assignment from 
the Central Committee of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union, to maintain contact with the legal Com- 
munist Parties aboveground and the insurgent Commu- 
nists underground, These contacts are maintained by 
exchanges of letters and messages and by secret per- 
sonal meetings. 

Personal contacts can be carried out at very high 
level, such as that between Bobodshan Gafurov, a mem- 
ber of Central Committee of CPSU who visited Burma, 
and U Ba Nyein, a leader of the Communist National 
United Front. In Burma, I worked as an interpreter 
at secret meetings between these two men. 

One of the most important activities of the group in 
which I personally participated was special psycho- 
logical warfare that embraced the entire Southeast 
Asian region. The Rangoon group of the KGB was 
regularly planting in the Burmese press articles pre- 
pared in Moscow KGB headquarters, 

These articles were forgeries about political parties 
and political leaders of other countries of Southeast 
Asia, accusing them of being “tools of imperialism, 
dishonest and corrupt.” They were aimed at isolat- 
ing and liquidating anti and non-Communist parties 
and leaders who were working against Communism. 
They were also aimed at spoiling relations between the 
people of these countries and the anti-Communist 
world. There were forgeries about the American sup- 
port of the Indonesian rebels, American bribery of 
the Indian Finance Minister, frequent violations of 
Cambodia’s sovereignty and the “subversive” activity 
of Japan in Southeast Asia. There were many, many 
more. 

The complex planting of the articles in the Burmese 
press worked as follows: 

1. Articles in the Russian language were received 
in Rangoon from Moscow on microfilm, through in- 
telligence channels, and reproduced as photocopies 
at the Embassy. 

2. I then translated the articles into English and 
Burmese. 

3. The Moscow articles were then planted in Bur- 
mese newspapers, through trusted Burmese agents. 

4. It was then my duty to check the articles after 
they had been published in newspapers (both Bur- 
mese and English language) against the original 
Russian text. 

5. My notes on the accuracy of the translation 
and reproductions of any variations from the Rus- 
sian original, were sent back to Moscow, this time 
through TASS channels. 

6. The Soviet Information Service (SOVINFORM- 
BUREAU), TASS, Radio Moscow, ollicial Soviet 
diplomatic representatives abroad, and other news- 
papers were then obliged to publish and redistribute 
these materials all over the world as true stories. 
The intelligence group I have described is not alone 

in the Embassy, there are other groups with intelli- 
gence duties. The GRU group or Military Intelligence 
is operated by the Military Attache group. The for- 


mer chief of this group was Colonel Stryguine whose 
unsuccessful attempt to defect to the Burmese Govy- 
ernment is well known. 


Colonel Stryguine’s replace- 
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ment was to be Colonel Anatoliy Popov, a highly ex- 
perienced intelligence officer. 

Another group is the Referentura, which is respon- 
sible to the Number Ten Department of the Foreign 
Office in Moscow. In this group are intelligence offi- 
cers, such as First Secretary Maksin, and Ambassa- 
dor’s Secretary Aleksandr Razvin, and another section 
of code makers and radio operators. The Referentura 
is responsible for keeping files of all secret documents 
and communications with Moscow. They also had 
the responsibility of reporting on the behavior of 
Soviet citizens in Burma and for technical work, 

An Economic intelligence service works through its 
economic advisor Vasiliy Panov, who is the repre-

sentative of the State Committee for Foreign Eco- 
nomic Relations (GKES) in Burma. This group has 
definite intelligence duties, 

There is no doubt that the real intention of the Mos- 
cow aud Peking regimes is to achieve a Communist 
Burma. The original Stalinist plan for achieving a 
Communist Burma through the armed efforts of the 
Communist insurgents has definitely failed. The in- 
surrection was started on orders of Moscow in 1948, 
but the Chinese Peoples Republic soon appeared and 
direct control over the Burmese insurgents was passed 
to Peking. The failure of the insurgency was recog- 
nized by Moscow in 1954, and all stress was shifted to 
bringing the Communists to power by subversion and 
other “legal” means. 

The aboveground Communist Parties of the National 
United Front were assigned the main role in this new 
approach, while the insurgents had the support task. 
Both were directed and supported by the Soviet and 
Chinese Embassies. A determined, and to some extent 
successful, attempt was made to achieve power by par- 
liamentary means in the 1956 general elections, when 
with the financial aid of the Soviet and Chinese Gov- 
ernments and coercion of the voters by the Communist 
insurgents, the National United Front won about forty 
seats in the Burmese Parliament. 

Conditions became quite favorable for the Commu- 
nists after the 1956 elections, especially after the split 
of the Anti Fascist Peoples Freedom League in early 
1958. The split occurred with the aid of Soviet intel- 
ligence. This progress for the Communists was in- 
terrupted in October, 1958, when Prime Minister U Nu

Original U.N.E.S.C.O. Director 
Denounces Christianity 


A United States Government auditorium in Wash- 
ington, D. C., has been furnished a noted English So- 
cialist and atheist for the expounding of his theory 
that today’s God-centered religions are destined to 
disappear. 

Sir Julian Sorell Huxley, grandson of the late 
Thomas Huxley, defender of Charles Darwin who was 
the father of the evolutionary theory, sounded off on 
his anti-religious beliefs in the auditorium of the U. 8. 
Department of the Interior in Washington, D. C., ad- 
dressing the Institute of Contemporary Arts. Huxley 
was the original General Director of UNESCO, 1946- 
48. Huxley told the audience that “Man will no long- 
er take refuge in the father figure . . . or absolve him- 
self of meeting present problems by relying on the will 
of Providence.” Huxley said that today’s religions 
would be unable to stand the competition with other 
“thought organizations.” He predicted that man alone 
will be the sole agent for future evolution, Huxley 
said that, “religion is always trying to come to grips 
with human destiny.” 

Who in our Government lent the Christian people’s 
hall as a sounding board for this atheist’s crackpot 
murmurings should be established by Congress. 

A few weeks ago this same Huxley addressed a 
group of scientists in Chicago on the 100th anniver- 
sary of the publication of Darwin’s book, “The Origin 
of the Species.” At that time Huxley said, “There is 
no longer need or room for supernatural beings capable 
of affecting the course of events in the evolutionary 
pattern of thought. The earth was not created, it 
evolved, So did all the animals and plants that in- 
habit it, including our human selves, mind and soul 
as well as brain and body. Evolutionary man can no 
longer take refuge from his loneliness by creeping for 
shelter into the arms of a divinized father-figure whom 
he has himself created, nor escape from the responsi- 
vility of making decisions by sheltering under the um-

brella of divine authority or absolve himself from the 
hard task of meeting his present problems and plan- 
ning his future by relying on the will of an omniscient, 
but unfortunately inscrutable, providence.” 

On January 6th, Huxley spoke to a gathering of 
students at New York University and at the conclu- 
sion of his address on “Evolution in our Time” he 
was handed the “University Medal for Distinguished 
Visitors.” 

Huxley Echoes Moscow Line 


In line with Huxley’s ideologies, atheistic Commu- 
nists in Russia are ready to shoot Santa Claus on a 
charge that he is a “tool of the capitalists.” In a re- 
cent Moscow broadcast the Reds declared that Jesus 
Christ never existed and that Christmas is a capitalist 
plot to keep the working people in chains. The Reds 
were quoted as saying in the broadcast, “Science long 
ago established that Jesus Christ never existed. The 
festival of nativity is primarily aimed at consolidat- 
ing in the minds of the faithful those norms of be- 
haviour which meet the interests of their exploiters.” 

Continuing, the broadcast said, “On the day of this 
festival the clergy advocate with particular force that 
working people should be patient, humble and slavish- 
ly submissive — for which they promise happiness af- 
ter death and beyond the grave.” 

How the Marxist life is put ahead of the Bible is 
emphasized by the broadcast statement that the Soviet 
people “do not wait for grace from God. They build 
their lives themselves, and in this way they are guided 
not by a fairy tale about God but by the Marxist- 
Leninist doctrine about society’s development.” 

The Kremlin’s representatives in the United States, 
however, have apparently absorbed a little of the 
American Christmas spirit even though they have by- 
passed the actual day of the celebration. This year on 
New Year’s Day instead of Christmas the Red officials 
at the Soviet Embassy in Washington held a “yolka” 
party. They pointed out that the word “yolka” means 
a fir tree. Under the Czarist regime the yolka tree 
was set up for Christmas but after the Red revolution 
the Communists shifted the observance to New Year’s 
Day. 
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At the Washington party Counselor Grigori I. Vol- 
kov appeared in a Santa Claus suit but the Russians 
said he was portraying “Grandfather Frost.” Some 
100 children were in attendance and there were gifts 
under the tree for them. The youngsters in attend- 
ance were members of the Soviet Embassy families 
and those of persons associated with the various Com- 
munist missions in this country. 


Kennedy Weakens To 
Anti-Oath Clamor 


With the opening of the second session of the 86th 
Congress, U. S. Senator John F. Kennedy, Democratic 
candidate for President, who wants to be President so 
strongly that he has changed his boyish hairdo to 
make it appear that he is older and more distinguished 
than his critics have painted him, now has announced 
he would renew with vigor his efforts to secure enact- 
ment of legislation to repeal the loyalty oath provision 
of the Federal student loan program. 

Also on the opening day of Congress the graduate 
student council of Harvard and Radcliff mailed Con- 
gress a letter and statement attacking the loyalty oath 
requirement. 

Completely overlooking the fact that members of 
our armed forces and of Congress are required to take 
a loyalty oath, the statement said, “As students, we 
strongly object to the discriminatory nature of the 
affidavit, which unjustly singles us out as subjects of 
suspicion and distrust.” 

On that theory then, Members of Congress - 
they have taken a loyalty oath 
out for suspicion and distrust, 


- because 
-are likewise singled 
This is a classic ex- 
ample of the-silly arguments used against the provi- 
sion and how some political office-seekers will stoop to 
the clamor of the publicity hounds, 

The letter to Congressmen was signed by Ellsworth 
J. Holden, Jr., president of the graduate student coun- 
cil, and Neil Ashby, identified as “Chairman, Loyalty 
Committee.” 

During the last session of Congress, but only after 
heated discussions, the Senate sent the repeal pro 
posal to its Committee on Education and Labor, on 
which Sen. Kennedy, the aspirant for the Democratic 
’arty Presidential nomination, serves. 

The Federal law involving the 1958 Federal student 
loan program provides that applicants must take an 
oath that they do not believe in or belong to any or 
ganization advocating or teaching the violent over 
throw of the Government. What is so terrible about 
such a declaration is known only to the protesters. 

A number of “liberal” educators kicked up a furor 
and subsequently a number of schools of higher learn 
ing have dropped out of the program. 

While some of these highbrow college “liberals” are 
fighting for the repeal of the loyalty oath provision, it 
has come to light that they have their own loyalty oath 
which ties the student down just as much as, if not 
more, than the oath he would take were he to apply 
for an educational loan from the Federal Government. 
Harvard, Yale, Princeton, Pennsylvania, Brown, Cor 
nell, Columbia and Dartmouth, it has been disclosed, 
are parties to what is known as the “Ivy Group 
Agreement.” 

The treaty provides restrictions which require that 
the student agree to conform to certain requirements 
and furnish certain detailed information. Included 
among these are a disclosure of how much money he is 
to receive from his family, from relatives and from 
any occupation throughout the vear, and an itemized 
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statement as to how he expects to finance his educa- 
tion. 

At the beginning of each year the student is re- 
quired to take the following oath: “I certify that the 
information here provided is accurate and complete 
and that I believe I am eligible to compete as an ama- 
teur in the college I am now attending. I have read 
and agree to abide by the policies and spirit of the 
Ivy Group Agreement.” This of course applies to 
would-be athletes at the colleges, and he must further 
sign an agreement that he will not participate in any 
post-season games even if no compensation is to 
come to him from such participation. 

While the stiff-necked professors were attempting to 
capitalize on their refusal to go along with the Federal

loyalty oath program, one of their own students had 
some strong words about the Ivy Group oath, Yale’s 
star football center, Mike Pyle, is quoted in a recent 
issue of “Sports Illustrated” as saying, “Ivy League 
athletes should have the same opportunity as everyone 
else to play in a post-season game. Every time I sign 
the Ivy League code I have an evil taste in my mouth. 
It’s just a silly two-page document and I don’t believe 
in it but I have to sign it in order to play.”

The State Of The Union Message 


~O MUCH has been written and said over the air 

about the President’s State of the Union message 
that every one in the country should be thoroughly con- 
versant with what it contains. But there are three 
points in it upon which we feel further comment is de- 
sirable. 

First, is the attitude toward the Soviet and toward 
our defense problem. The two are indivisible, no mat- 
ter whether or not we like it. The apparent lessen- 
ing of tensions — and we use “apparent” intentionally 

-has made far too many feel that the USSR is chang- 
ing, that the Communists are becoming more capitalist 
minded, and that permanent world peace may be just 
around the corner. 

The President makes it very clear that our Govern- 
ment is not slackening its vigilance in any way what- 
soever. And also that there is a healthy doubt as to 
the sincerity of the Soviet these pronounce- 
ments be genuine, there is brighter hope — whether 
this is to be an era of lasting promise remains to be 
tested by ACTIONS.” 

On the necessity for a strong defense he is equally 
alert. “There is demanded of us vigilance, determina- 
tion and the dedication of whatever portion of our re- 
sources that will provide adequate security, especially 
a real deterrent to aggression. These things we are 
doing.” 

Much of the implementation of these two paragraphs 
will depend upon we, the people. We must be alert, 
not complacent, to the Communist threat; we must 
weigh every statement of the Soviet carefully and with 
regard to previous performance. And we must not 
forget that a strong defense —in which we will all 
have a part —is after all the only deterrent to war. 

Second, the announcement that there will be a fa- 
vorable balance of approximately $200 million on June 
30th, and that the next budget may show a $4 billion 
surplus was also encouraging. The strongest defense 
for our country would be a solid financial situation — 
but if that is to be achieved, we must cut out unneces- 
sary spending, stop piling Ossa upon Pelion and build- 
ing up a welfare state. Here again is a definite task 
for the individual citizen—on the negative side to 
caution his or her Senators and Representative not 
to overspend, or to add to the already heavy tax bur- 
den, and on the constructive side to encourage more 
efficiency in Government. If we want a tax cut, we 
will have to earn it by cutting down on expenditures. 

The third point, and perhaps the most important 
one, was simply stated by the President in the follow- 
ing words: 

“America did not become great through softness and 
self-indulgence. Her miraculous progress and achieve- 
ments flow from other qualities far more worthy and 
substantial... 

“.. adherence in principles and methods consonant 
with our religious philosophy; 

“ .,a satisfaction in hard work; 

“... the intellectual honesty and capacity to recog- 
nize the true path of her own best interests.” 

Faith and Work— both are needed, Was it not 
St. James who said: “Faith wrought with his works, 
and by works was faith made perfect”? 


The Puppeteer Changes Tactics! 


‘T'HAT master puppeteer, the Communist Party of 
the USSR, who pulls the strings to which the sat- 


ellites and the neutrals dance, has begun to change 
his tactics. Having more or less established accept- 
ance of the “status quo” of the Communist absorption 
of non-Communist nations, indirect subversion is now 
replacing the shopworn direct approach, 

The “peaceful co-existence” line, having made an 
impression on some peace-craving people of the world, 
is now being used to maneuver non-Communist nations 
into accepting certain of the Communist’s international 
demands. It is obvious that the hope is that, piece by 
piece, the Free World will bite on Russia’s disarma- 
ment bait, including the abandonment of foreign bases, 
the establishment of freedom of trade with the USSR 
and its satellites, and more tolerance of Communist 
movements within the non-Communist nations, 

The other day Tito of Yugoslavia said frankly to a 
Communist Conference that “co-existence of blocs is 
only an armistice which contains in itself explosive 
dangers.” He ought to know. As an independent 
Communist he has played one side against the other 
for many years, 

Now if during a “co-existence” armistice, the Free 
World would disarm, abandon bases, allow free trade 

-remember that is one way (technicians) spies come 
in — and tolerate Communist cells — wouldn’t that put 
the Communists in a position for greater and greater 
aggression, and possible absorption of the whole world? 

In short, every effort is being made to strengthen 
the economy and military might of the Communist bloc 
and to comparatively lower and weaken the economy 
and military might of the non-Communist nations. 

Communist propaganda constantly compares the 
Soviet with the United States and Red China with 
Great Britain, thereby propaganda-wise stressing the 
power of the two Communist states in the minds of 
the untutored masses. Also it stirs up a feeling of 
competition which is manipulated to their ends and 
further neutralizes peoples in non-Red nations, 

That spirit of rivalry thus created has caused many 
politicians in non-Communist governments to weaken 
their attitude of opposition to the Soviet, and to 
show willingness to compromise with them, because 
it automatically puts a second-class label on these 
other nations. We have seen General De Gaulle’s re- 
action to what he feels is a slight to France. And 
there are rumors of other rifts in NATO. 

Communist propaganda—in the name of “world 
peace” and “co-existence” —— by its very nature calls 
for an acceptance of the status quo. What do they 
mean by “status quo”? Just this—-the Reds would 
keep control of all that they have grabbed since World 
War II (Hungary, Poland, Rumania, Estonia, Latvia, 
Lithuania, East Germany, Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria, 
Albania, Tibet, North Korea, North Viet-Nam, plus 
the two nominal independents, Yugoslavia and Iraq), 
this without any further question of doubt as to le- 
gality by the non-Communist world. The Free World 
must keep hands off these and refrain from further 
criticisms. 

But “status quo” must not apply to West Berlin, 
India, Nepal, Bhutan, Burma, Laos, Cambodia, Tai- 
wan, the new African nations. And above all, “status 
quo” — or even the Monroe Doctrine — must not ap- 
ply to the Caribbean, Central or South America, 

No matter how ardently we long for peace, no mat- 
ter how willingly we would accept most any sacrifice 
to prevent another war, we should not—no, we MUST 
not — permit our defenses to become impaired, our al- 
liances broken, our sense of right be qualified. An ar- 
mistice is not the time in which to destroy arms — and 
co-existence is only an armistice, as Tito has said, 
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The International Levelers 


ONG before Nikita Khrushchev announced his in- 

ternational trade war with the United States, and 
long before the Soviet was taken seriously by the most 
of the world — indeed, when it was still being called 
an interesting “experiment” by the precursors of the 
fellow-travelers of today — the NationaLt Repustic 
called attention to the dangers inherent in the Com- 
munist program to pull all nations down to their level, 
in an editorial in the issue for May, 1930. 

We repeat from that editorial several pertinent 
points. 

“The peril of transcendant importance to Americans 
is the definite, powerful and skilfully camouflaged 
movements to reduce the economic level of the United 
States to that of Europe and the world generally. The 
maintenance of our standard of living, achieved 
through American enterprise and labor, encouraged 
by free institutions and intelligent national policies, 
is essential to the maintenance of national security 
and progress. 

“The Communists of Socialism and the Communists 
of internationalism are brothers under the skin. The 
Communists of international Socialism seek to reduce 
all individuals to a common level, which of necessity 
must be a low level. The Communists of international 
capitalism seek to reduce all nations to a common 
level, which, of necessity, must be a low level. The mo- 
tive in each case is not altruism, but the lust for power. 

“American international capitalists and industrial- 
ists have grown too large in size and in ambitions to 
be content with upbuilding the industrial and fi- 
nancial system of our own country. They have been 
reaching out in their investments until their interests 
lie in the direction of bringing the world to a common 
economic level, careless of the fact that such an arti- 
ficial equalization wouid bring a lowering of the level 
of life for the people of the United States, and that 
our social and political fabric could not withstand 
the strain of such a degradation, 

“The latest creation of the financial international- 
ists, the World Bank, is intended to accentuate this 
situation. As explained by Thomas W. Lamont, this 
bank is intended to pool American credit with foreign 
credit, so that Americans must take pot-luck with 
Europe and the rest of the world in the matter of 
economic stability and progress. Such an implication 
of American with European economic conditions is the 
natural result of vast foreign investments by Ameri- 
cans whose hearts follow their treasure abroad, 

“This movement to subordinate America to so- 
called ‘world’ interests is evidenced in the heavily 
financed and highly organized propaganda to force 
the United States into European leagues and tribunals 
in which we are to play a minority part in the fight 
on tariffs which would equalize labor costs at home 
and abroad for the creation of a condition of inferior- 
ity for the American navy and merchant marine and 
in other coordinated activities. 

“When the existence of this general movement and 
its tremendous resources is known, the ease with 
which it is possible to wage a successful fight against 
any national interest can be easily understood. 

“The American standard of wages and living is the 
greatest contribution to human welfare ever made 
through wise and humane national policies. The sac- 


rifice of that standard would be the greatest backward 
step ever taken by a nation in history.” 
Since that time we have fought in a second World 
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War, in the “police action” in Korea, and in a Cold 
War for over ten long years, Our taxes and our living 


costs have soared. Our armed forces are on a world- 
wide lifeline and our protective tariff wall has been 
riddled. Now Congress has under consideration legis- 
lation to relieve from taxes foreign agents making our 
country a permanent residence and to relieve from tax- 
es any American business that establishes foreign 
branches, and to pile the deficit from the forgiven 
taxes onto the back of the American taxpayers. 

With all of that in mind, it is up to the American 
citizen to make his wishes known to his Congressman 
in this crucial year! 


The Defense Of The U. S. Is Us 


ACK in the days when this nation was first being 

carved out of virgin wilderness, defense was the 
civilian’s responsibility. When an Indian attack 
threatened, the settlers forted up in the strongest 
house or houses, sheltered by a wall. The men and 
boys manned the walls, the women and girls poured 
the melted lead into bullets, reloaded the muskets, 
served as quartermasters, and, on occasion, shot nearly 
as accurately as the men. 

Even when the militia was formed, it was composed 
of farmers, who left their crops just long enough to 
protect them.

SWEARING FORBIDDEN BY WASHINGTON

First in war, first in peace, and first in the hearts 
of his countrymen, he was second to none in the 
humble and endearing scenes of private life: Pious, 
just, humane, temperate, and sincere; uniform, dig- 
nified, and commanding; his example was as edi- 
fying to all around him as were the effects of that 
example lasting. 

To his equals he was condescending; to his in- 
feriors kind, and to the dear object of his affection 
exemplarily tender; Correct throughout, vice shud- 
dered in his presence, and virtue always felt his 
fostering hand; the purity of his private character 
gave effulgence to his public virtues. .... such 
was the man for whom our nation mourns.

(GENERAL George Washington was first in the 

hearts of his contemporary countrymen, not be- 
cause he was perfect, but because he inspired confi- 
dence, because he won the war, because he did not 
become hysterical in hours of disaster, and because 
of his strong Christian character. 

It took a strong self-restrained man to bring order 
and victory to feeble colonies struggling for independ- 
ence without a regular well-organized army, without 
an adequate supply of arms and ammunition and ships, 
and especially when the people were confused by per- 
sonal animosities, by divided sympathies, by disasters, 
and by squabbling, jealous, prejudiced leaders. 

His army was made up largely of men who were 
very independent. They were clothed in woven shirts, 
variegated colored coats and mud-spattered hats, and 
armed with a motley of weapons such as flintlocks, 
smoothbores, rifles, and fowling pieces. 

Washington was aware that military men become 
more or less corrupted by camp life if they are not 
strictly disciplined. It was on September 19, 1755, 
at Fort Cumberland, when a colonel of the Virginia 
Colonial Army, that he issued his first order which 
provided that “Any soldier who is guilty of violating 
the articles of war by swearing, getting drunk, or by 
using obscene language shall be severely punished 
without the benefit of court martial.” This punish- 
ment usually consisted of twenty lashes. 

As Washington was not given to excesses himself, 
he strongly rebuked it in others. The fundamentals of 
the Christian religion were deeply engraved in his 
heart. In hours of adversity he never lost his faith 
and trust in God. He did not hesitate, at Valley 
Vorge, to kneel in prayer in behalf of his bleeding 
country. 

Two days before his death he expressed, perhaps for 
the last time, his faith and trust in God. He said: “I 
die hard; but I am not afraid to die.” Only a Chris- 
tian gentleman could express such fearlessness in 
meeting his Maker. 

No one knows the name of the first soldier, or navy 
man, who swore. Neither does anyone know the name 
of the first armed serviceman who gambled. And the 
mists of antiquity hide from view the name of the

first person who wrote the first serviceman’s order 
against swearing and gambling. 

Of course we know that God gave the Ten Com- 
mandments to Moses with instructions to teach the 
children of Israel and others the importance of being 
obedient to rules of conduct. 

Naturally the American colonists, and especially its 
leaders like George Washington, recognized the value 
of the Commandments to prevent soldiers from doing 
spiritual and material harm to themselves and others. 

Washington, and the members of the Continental 
Congress, heard how some British soldiers, as they 
cruised through New England, cursed and shouted

obscenities. They also knew that some colonists, in 
reply, hurled at the British profane and lewd words. 

For this reason one should not be surprised to find 
that rules against indecent and irreverent behavior 
and swearing in the armed services were incorporated 
in the “Articles of War” adopted by the Continental 
Congress on June 30, 1775. 

Article II provided: “It is earnestly recommended 
to all officers and soldiers, diligently to attend divine 
services; and all officers and soldiers who behave in- 
decently or irreverently at any place of divine wor- 
ship, shall, if a Commissioned Officer, be brought be- 
fore Court Martial, there to be publicly and severally 
reprimanded by the President; if Non-Commissioned 
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Officer and soldier, every person so offending shall 
for the first offense forfeit one sixth of a dollar,” 
(16.6 cents), “to be deducted out of his next pay; for 
the second offense he shall not only forfeit a like sum, 
but be confined for twenty-four hours; for every like 
offense he shall suffer and pay in like manner; which 
money so forfeited shall be applied to the use of the 
sick soldiers of the Troop or Company of which the 
offender belongs.” 

Article III of the same document provided “What- 
soever Non-Commissioned Officer or soldiers shall use 
any profane oath or excreation shall incur penalties 
expressed in the foregoing Article,” (Article II), “and 
if a Commissioned Oflicer be guilty of profane cursing 
and swearing, he shall forfeit and pay for each and 
every such offense the sum of four shillings,” (96 
cents), “lawful money.” 

When General Washington arrived at Cambridge in 
June, 1775, as Commander-in-Chief of the Continental 
Army, he was horrified by the lack of discipline. There 
was no distinction between officers and men. They 
called each other by their first names. The camp was 
seething with quarrels among the men; and fist fights 
were even fought between officers and soldiers. 

More than that, Washington found that many of the 
soldiers gambled, cursed and provided rum to women 
with easy virtues. He summed up the Cambridge 
Camp conditions with these words: “They are exceed- 
ingly dirty and nasty people.” 

Because of this deplorable state of affairs, on July 
4, 1775, Washington issued a general order which read: 
“The General most earnestly requires, and expects, a 
due observance of those articles of war, established for 
the government of the Army, which forbid profane 
cursing, swearing, and drunkenness.” 

When men are left to their own ways they some- 
times become careless. They must frequently be re- 
minded of their frailties, For this reason, during the 
next four years, Washington found it necessary to is- 
sue four additional orders warning his men against 
swearing and obscene language, 

The first person of the Continental Army to be court 
martialled for swearing was Captain William Hudson 
Ballard of Colonel Frye’s Massachusetts Regiment. 

This incident took place thirty days after Washing- 
ton had issued his first order on this subject. 

Ballard was tried by a General Court Martial “for 
profane swearing and for beating and abusing his 
men.” The court found Ballard guilty of such con- 
duct on two occasions. As a result he was fined four 
shillings (96 cents) for each offense in accordance with 
Article ITI. 

This article did not apply to such expressions as 
“Gee Whiz,” or “Oh, Fudge.” Neither did they apply 
to such labels as “blockhead,” “dunce,” and “Scalla- 
wag.” 

Instead the Article applied to offensive obscene 
words and to taking the name of God in vain. This 
sort of language, Washington said, was “a vice as 
mean and low, without any temptation, that every 
man of sense and character, detests and despises it.” 

Because of growing demoralizing conditions in 
some quarters of the Continental Army, on October 
3, 1775, Washington issued this order: “Any Officer, 
Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier, who shall here- 
after be detected playing at Toss-up, Pitch and Hustle, 
or any other Game of Chance, in or near the Camp, 
or Villages bordering on the encampment, shall with- 
out delay be confined and punished for disobedience of 
orders . . . The General does not mean the above or- 
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der to discourage sports of exercise and recreation, he 
only means to punish gambling.” 

In other words, Washington was not against clean, 
wholesome play and sports, but he was against play 
and games which were controlled or influenced by 
chance or accident and undertaken with the conscious- 
ness of risk or gain of things material, 

There seems to be plenty of evidence that Washing- 
ton’s first order against gambling was not taken too 
seriously for it was necessary for him to issue a num- 
ber of additional orders against this vice. In this 
category his most drastic order was issued on May 8, 
1777. This general order read: “The Commander-in- 
Chief, in the most pointed and explicit terms, forbids 
ALL officers and soldiers playing at cards, dice, or 
any other games, except those of exercise, for diver- 
sion; it being impossible, if the practice is allowed at 
all, to discriminate between innocent play, for amuse- 
ment, and criminal gambling for pecuniary and sor- 
did purposes. 

“The Commanding Officer of every Corps is strictly 
enjoined to have this order read, and strongly im- 
pressed upon the minds of those under his command.

Any Oflicer or Soldier, or other person belonging to, or 
following the Army, either in camp, or elsewhere, pre- 
suming, under any pretense, to disobey this order, 
shall be tried by court martial.” 

But, even this drastic order was sometimes winked 
at. As a result, Washington had to issue another or- 
der on January 8, 1778. 

On the plea of ignorance of Washington’s numerous 
orders, and because of the slackness of officers, no one 
was convicted of gambling until Lieutenant John Rust 
of the 19th Virginia Regiment was found guilty on 
February 15, 1778, of being “drunk, playing cards, and 
beating Captain David Laird.” As a result, Washing- 
ton ordered that Lieutenant Rust be discharged from 
the army.

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PATENT APPLIED FOR -- ABE LINCOLN 


Using The Same Ingenuity He Applied To Lifting A Flatboat Off 
Sandbars, Lincoln Steered The Nation Through The Shoals Of War

"T’HIS year on the one-hundred-and-fifty-first anni- 

versary of the birth of Abraham Lincoln in Hardin 
County, Ky., Feb. 12, 1809, thousands of speakers 
throughout America will again eulogize his wonderful 
qualities as a far-seeing statesman, a courageous war- 
time leader and a warm-hearted liberator. 

Few, however, will recall his role as an inventor, al- 
though a hand-whittled model of his principal inven- 
tion, a bunoying contrivance for lifting vessels off 
shoals, can be seen in the Smithsonian Institute in 
Washington, D, C. 

This often overlooked facet of Lincoln’s genius needs 
emphasis, for it is both important and interesting. It 
was this inventiveness, shown early in life, long before 
he disclosed his talents as a courtroom lawyer, that 
revealed him to be a person of keen, analytical think- 
ing ability. 

An incident in 18351 is generally credited with spark- 
ing his patented invention. In the spring of that 
year, Denton Offutt, a shrewd frontier trader, hired 
the tall, grey-eyed young Kentuckian for an adven- 
turous enterprise. 

Offutt knew Lincoln had made one flatboat trip 
from Indiana to New Orleans, so he employed him to 
make a similar journey. Lincoln and two of his kins- 
men, John D. Johnston, a step-brother, and John 
Hanks, a cousin, were to take a flatboat, loaded with 
Olfutt’s barrelled pork, corn and live hogs, down- 
stream. The three young backwoodsmen were to re- 
ceive $12 a month and their return expenses. 

It sounded like fun and a lot of money to the three 
young frontiersmen, and they became so enthusiastic 
over the idea as they discussed it with Offutt in An- 
drew Elliott’s Buckhorn Tavern at Judy’s Ferry, that 
they agreed to build the flatboat. That in itself was 
an ordeal. Selecting a camp site on the Sangamon 
River, they set to work cutting down trees and saw- 
ing them into logs. They floaied the logs down river 
to a mill, where they were ripped into planks. 

It took Lincoln and his kinsmen a month to com- 
plete the boat. Then it was loaded with Offutt’s pro- 
duce and they started downstream, 

But they had not gone far before they were in trou- 
ble. The spring floodwaters having receded, the river 
was low. Consequently, the three adventurers were 
kept busy steering their clumsy craft around snags 
and shallows, as well as ducking the overhanging tree 
branches. 

At the village of New Salem, a crude mill dam ex- 
tended across the stream. Their flatboat glided half 
way across the dam, then grated to a stop. There it 
stuck, the bow high in the air, the stern low in the 
water. Pigs squealed in fright, the pork barrels 
plunged sternward. 

Immediately the three young men leaped into the 
shallow water and began tugging at the boat, trying 
to pry it free. But the heavily loaded flatboat defied 
them. As they worked desperately, the pigs continued 
to squeal. 


New Salem settlers came running from their nearby 
homes and the village tavern to see the excitement. 
They huddled on the banks near the dam, some watch- 
ing silently, others shouting advice and encouragement. 

But in spite of everything, Lincoln’s boat trip ap- 
peared doomed to disaster, 

It was at this point that young Abe’s ingenuity 
saved the boat and its cargo, 

“Run get me an auger and help me shift this load,” 
he called out. Several of the townspeople waded out 
on the dam to help, Under Abe’s direction, they car-

ried and rolled some of the barrels ashore. The rest 
of the load they pushed forward to balance the boat 
on the dam. 

A boy came running with a big auger, a corkscrew- 
shaped bit. Taking it, Lincoln bored a hole in the 
bottom of the boat at the end extending out over the 
dam. As the water drained out of the boat, they tilted 
the flat hull. Then plugging the hole, they pushed the 
lightened craft over the dam, 

The townspeople on the bank applauded. This tri- 
umph of quick-thinking and river-engineering was 
something they could understand. This was the begin- 
ning of Lincoln’s popularity in that community, and 
William Eleroy Curtis in his book, “Abraham Lincoln,” 
records: “He was so much interested in what he had 
done that twenty years later he developed the idea 
and applied for a patent for a curious contrivance for 
lifting flatboats over shoals.” 

Other biographers, including Stefan Lorant, also 
have credited the New Salem incident with sparking 
the patented invention. However, it took another 
boat experience, one that occurred in the fall of 1848, 
to jog the busy lawyer-congressman into completing it. 
He was returning westward to Springfield, Il., from 
New England, where he had been doing some speak- 
ing, when the steamboat on which he was traveling 
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ran aground in shallow water, between Buffalo and 
Chicago. Naturally, Lincoln, himself a former boat 
operator, was interested. He was reminded of the 
many times he had seen steamboats lodged on sand 
bars and his own experience at New Salem. 

Lincoln watched with more than the ordinary spec- 
tator’s interest while the captain of the grounded 
vessel had his men collect all of the empty barrels and 
boxes they could find. These were forced under the 
sides of the boat to help lift and float it free of the 
sand bar. As Lincoln marvelled at the lifting power 
of the air-filled casks, he conceived the idea of a buoy- 
ing contrivance to do the job more quickly and easily. 

Shortly after returning to his home in Springfield, 
he began working on his invention. As his idea took 
form, he whittled a model from a block of soft wood. 
After he had done the best he could with his pocket 
knife, he got Walter Davis at the Hough Woodwork- 
ing Shop in Springfield to make a more finished model. 

This model Lincoln took to Z, C, Robbins, a Wash- 
ington lawyer who specialized in obtaining patents. 
Robbins, a former resident of St. Louis, was enthusi- 
astic. He, too, had observed the trouble sand bars 
caused Mississippi steamboat operators. 

Lincoln applied for the patent on March 10, 1849, 
and received prompt action on his application. Above 
the whittled model in the Model Hall of the U. 8S. Pat- 
ent Office, there is an inscription that reads: “6469, 
Abraham Lincoln, Springfield, Illinois. Improvement 
in method of lifting vessels over shoals. Patented 
May 22, 1849.” 

The invention consisted of a bellows placed in each 
side of the hull of the craft just below the water line. 
The bellows were operated by a system of ropes and 
pulleys. When the keel of the boat scraped against a 
sand bar or other obstruction on the river bottom, the 
bellows were pumped full of air, and served to buoy 
up the vessel. 

But soon after getting his patent, Lincoln appears 
to have forgotten it. Anyway, he was far too busy to 
give time or thought to its promotion, Another, vastly 
more important invention — not his own — then occu- 
pied his attention. It was the reaping machine, in- 
vented by Cyrus McCormick, who had been born in 
1809, only three days after Llincoln’s birth. 

In the 1850’s, McCormick became involved in liti- 
gation with John H. Manny and others over patent 
rights to the grain reaper. He sued Manny and his 
backers for $400,000. 

Since the case was scheduled for trial in Springfield, 
[ll., before Judge Drummond, the Manny litigants de- 
cided to employ an attorney of that city to aid in 
their legal battle with McCormick. Although the trial 
was later transferred to Cincinnati, and another at- 
torney, Edward M, Stanton, became the chief lawyer 
for the Manny group, Lincoln was paid a fee of $2,500. 

It was this fee that financed his historic debates 
with Stephen A. Douglas in 1858. Lincoln’s connec- 
tion with the McCormick-Manny litigation also brought 
him into contact with Stanton, whom Lincoln later 
chose as Secretary of War. 

In still another way, McCormick’s invention was to 
have a far-reaching effect on Abraham Lincoln’s life. 
A major contribution to the mechanization of Amer- 
ican agriculture, it shifted the economic power of the 
nation from the South to the North, and helped to 
make slavery obsolete, For the huge grain production 


area opened up by McCormick’s wonderful reaping 
machine lay—at that time—north of the Mason- 
Dixon line. 
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While Lincoln is not known to have earned any 
money from his own invention, which he believed 
would revolutionize steamboating, the idea was ba- 
sically sound, In the years since Lincoln, many in- 
ventors have applied their intelligence to similar en- 
gineering problems of water transportation, and the 
use of buoys to lift grounded vessels is now standard 
practice. 

At this very hour, giant rubber buoys are being used 
in an attempt to lift the sunken Italian liner, ANDREA 
Doria from her ocean grave where the $40 million 
luxury liner has lain at the bottom of the Atlantic, 
off Nantucket Island, following her collision with the 
Swedish liner, SrockKHOLM, on July 25, 1956. 

These monster rubber tanks are far different from 
anything Abraham Lincoln visualized, but the basic 
principle is the same as that of his invention, patented 
May 22, 1849. 

Lincoln’s invention was sound. It offers additional 
proof that he was more than a mystic or a political

accident — that he was, indeed, a man of keen, ana- 
lytical thinking ability, a genius in more ways than 
one. 


A Penny Saved... 


If Benjamin Franklin could return to the American 
scene today, he would learn that his pet proverb, “A 
penny saved, is a penny earned,” was demonstrated as 
fact by his own doings, 

By his will, Franklin left 1000 pounds to start a 
trust fund. Loans were to be made young apprentices 
beginning in 1791, but no loans have been made since 
1886. It is assumed that 1000 pounds were equal to 
about 20,000 shillings, which in return were equal to 
about 24 cents to a shilling. Therefore, Franklin left 
somewhere around $5000 to the trust fund, Interest 
has swelled the trust fund to more than 1,500,000 as of 
January, 1960. So a “penny saved” is more than a 
penny earned. But how many practice such thrift to- 
day? Most people today prefer to spend their pennies 
and, if meeting with reversal in life, lean on the tax- 
paying public for “aid.” These are heydays for the 
squandermanians, particularly in the political field. 
The average politician feels that there are more votes 
in squandering the wealth of the people than in advo- 
cating reductions in expenditures, debts and taxes.

NCE again, domestic and foreign radicals, ably 

abetted by assorted sob-sisters and blubbering- 
brothers, have a celebrated “case” which they are ex- 
ploiting for all it is worth to give “American justice” 
a black eye before the conscience of the world. 

The “free Chessman crusade” is fast assuming the 
proportions of the radical-sponsored historic drives to 
free Sacco and Vanzetti, Mooney and Billings, Com- 
munist leader Earl Browder, Communist spies and 
traitors Rosenbergs, and the infamous Scottsboro 
rapists. 

In the Chessman case, the radical build-up is fol- 
lowing the same stale pattern: by high-pressure, mis- 
leading propaganda to convince folks in other parts of 
the world, who are totally ignorant of the facts of 
the case, that “gross injustice” is being done in Amer- 
ica.

Two life-long radical anarchists, Sacco and Van- 
zetti, were convicted of cowardly murder while perpe- 
trating armed robbery. They had the best of legal 
counsel and their case was carried to the highest 
courts, which emphatically affirmed the fairness of 
their trial and the actuality of their guilt. Radical 
ax-grinders collected millions of dollars in “Save Sacco 
and Vanzetti” campaigns. When the two convicted 
murderers were executed in the electric chair, scores

of people were injured in radical-organized riots in 
the capitals of European and South American coun- 
tries. Today there stands a factory dedicated to their 
names (Babriki imeni Sacco i Vanzetti) in Moscow 
as a memento to their contributions to the cause of 
world Communism. 

During the course of World War I, a Preparedness 
Day parade in San Francisco was bombed by two no- 
torious radicals, Tom Mooney and Warren Billings. 
Some 20 people were killed or seriously wounded. 
Mooney and Billings were positively identified by eye- 
witnesses. They were fairly tried and convicted. Yield- 
ing to sob-sister pressure, their death sentences were 
commuted to life imprisonment. For twenty years 
thereafter, radical panhandlers milked bleeding hearts 
throughout the world for funds to push the “Freedom 
for Mooney and Billings” campaign. Finally left-wing 
governor of California, Culbert Olson, who denied the 
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existence of God in an interview on Paul Coates’ Tele- 
vision program, set the convicted killers free. 

Earl Browder, Communist Party boss was fairly 
convicted and imprisoned, Many of the present-day 
pro-Chessman petitioners hounded and harrassed for- 
mer President Roosevelt until he gave Browder a par- 
don. Significantly, the crusaders to get Communist 
Browder and other Reds out of prison, have never 
lifted a finger to secure the release of non-Red radi- 
cals, who share the Communist goal of overthrowing 
the American Government. Eleanor Roosevelt and 
her aides and accomplices shout from the housetops 
that “civil liberties” are denied when a Communist is 
imprisoned for conspiracy to overthrow our Constitu- 
tional Government. But when race agitator, Kaspar, 
was jailed for conspiring to overthrow the Supreme 
Court integration decision, the left-wingers whose 
hearts bleed for imprisoned Reds turned cold and 
stony.

But 
these “pleaders for mercy” for Communists never ut- 
tered a word of protest over the conduct of the Nurem- 
burg trials in Germany, under which the victors in the 
war condemned to death the generals and admirals 
who were duty-bound to fight patriotically for their 
country, but lost the war. If Germany and Japan had 
won, would it have been “justice” for them to have 
condemned and hung Generals MacArthur and Ejisen- 
hower? The great constitutional lawyer, Senator 
Robert A. Taft, son of the great Supreme Court Chief 
Justice William Howard Taft, dared to speak out 
against the “kangaroo court” conduct of the Nazi 
war criminals trials. But he got no assist from the 
pinko bleeding hearts who seem to think a fair trial 
is reserved only for Communist criminals, while it is

The bleeding hearts who now blubber on behalf of 
convicted kidnaper and rapist, Caryl Chessman, shed 
a Similar ocean of crocodile tears over the nine Negroes 
who gang-raped two white women in the infamous 
Scottsboro case. The outrageous theme that they bal- 
lyhooed was that, somehow, “race justice” was de- 
nied if a Negro was punished for violating a white 
woman.

will in many countries are being misled into taking 
up the cudgels for Chessman. Now let us get a few 
things straight. 

The question of the right or wrong of capital pun 
ishment is not involved. Some twenty of our states 
provide for the death penalty in certain cases of rape, 
kidnaping, and other crimes, in addition to murder. 
California’s most influential advocate of abolishing 
capital punishment is Governor Edmund G,. (Pat) 
Brown. But Brown has refused to set aside the death 
penalty for Chessman, while at the same time empha- 
sizing that he would like the law to be changed. How- 
ever, he insists that he is not going to set the law 
aside, just for the sake of Chessman, as the bleeding 
hearts demand. 

During the 11 years that he has carried on legal 
maneuvers to avoid the gas chamber, Chessman has sat 
on death row in San Quentin and watched upwards of 
a hundred fellow convicts, including one woman, go to 
their deaths. One of California’s most famous news- 
paper reporters still insists that Barbara Graham, the 
executed murderess and mother, was not guilty. One 
thing is certain: if the bleeding hearts had gone to bat 
in her behalf with half the zeal they are championing 
Chessman, she might still be alive. One of the men put 
to death during Chessman’s tenure on death row, was 
Billy Rupp, who committed a senseless murder while 
still a teen-ager. Billy had been mentally defective 
since an early age, had undergone mental treatment as 
a child, but had never been cured. Obviously he should 
not have been released. Many doctors assert that our 
old-fashioned legal definition of sanity — “knowing the 
difference between right and wrong” — is neither sci- 
entific nor realistic, Billy Rupp’s sister tried in vain 
to get signers for a petition, and helpers in her brave

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GEO. WASHINGTON'S MEAGER EDUCATION

N THE Public Library there are thirty-seven vol- 

umes of five hundred pages each, entitled “The Writ- 
ings of George Washington.” This partial compila- 
tion, made in 1932 by John C,. Fitzpatrick, has an 
index of one thousand pages briefly stating the nature 
of each item in the Writings. 

With all those millions of “clearly written and 
carefully composed and studiously considered words,” 
as one historian described them, it is hard to realize 
that our first President, George Washington, had less 
than four years of formal schooling. Yet such is the 
story that our best historians tell of young Washing- 
ton, fatherless at eleven years of age and the chief 
support of his widowed mother, 

How, then, could Washington have gained sufficient 
education to have won top military and political 
honors in Virginia, his home State? How could he 
have been unanimously elected our Nation’s first Com- 
mander-in-Chief and our first President? 

Today, surrounded as we are with every facility of 
rapid transit, printing and swift communications, 
with publie schools widely supported by public funds, 
we no longer see any of the “unschooled breed” which 
founded our nation and set its character. Newspaper 
readers today are barraged with publicity and propa- 
ganda for “bigger and better” financing of “education,” 
for more school buildings, for more class rooms, for 
higher-paid teachers, and for more scientific equip- 
ment and technical apparatus. 

These will produce a quantity of graduates, of 
course, but what about the old-fashioned quality of 
product — the Washingtons, the Lincolns, the Frank- 
lins, the Edisons? 

Washington’s copper-plate handwriting is as clear 
today in the vast collection at our Library of Congress, 
where his papers have been preserved, as if done but 
yesterday. He wisely chose the best inks, His spacing 
was steady. His occasional misspelled words and fre- 
quent use of abbreviations for common words indicate 
his scanty schooling and his hasty performance of 
many manly tasks, 

Noted among friends and admirers at public gather- 
ings as “a man of few words,” he yet earned the high- 
est praise for the timing and decisive values of those 
words. When editors inquired as to leadership at the 
two Continental Congresses, several names were men- 
tioned for oratory, enthusiasm or activities, but all 
agreed on one thing, i.e., “for solid information and 
sound. judgment,” George Washington outshone them 
all. 

As his mother’s chief helper on the little frontier 
farm on the Rappahannock River, almost buried in the 
brush across the river from Fredericksburg, Washing- 
ton as a youngster performed all the farm chores and 
marketed all the surplus butter, eggs, milk, poultry and 
grain. He learned to “handle” the few slaves who 
lived on the place, as he later learned to “handle” the 
new settlers who moved in large numbers into the 
“Northern Neck” above Mt. Vernon’s acres and into 
the Central Valley of the Shenandoah, on the other side 
of the Blue Ridge Mountains. 

Having learned the art of surveying land from Wil- 
liams, one of his peripatetic teachers at the age of 16,

Washington surveyed for the neighbors and also for 
his two half-brothers, Lawrence at Mt. Vernon and 
Augustine at Wakefield, Washington’s one story, four 
room birthplace, where their father, Augustine, had 
staked out considerable acreage to be cleared and 
cultivated. 

Surveying became his first professional occupatien, 
and he was so meticulously accurate with every detail 
that he gave widespread satisfaction. His records, 
with many free-hand drawings of hill, valley, water- 
way, timber, marsh and rise, are still regarded as mod- 
els of the art. Starting small, without compensation, 
George Washington soon gained a Government license 
as an official surveyor. 

All this activity brought him, at the age of sixteen, 
the friendly and favorable backing of a new immigrant,

Lord Fairfax, who carried the King’s commission to 
take title to 5,000,000 acres in western Virginia’s 
frontier lands, then too frequently raided by Iroquois, 
Kickapoos and Shawnee Indians. 

This stern and striving outdoor life led him to an 
official appointment as Virginia’s Adjutant General 
before he was 20, and later to a rating as Major in 
charge of 700 militiamen whose duty it was to stop 
Indian raids along Virginia’s 400 mile long borders. 
then followed the marvelous physical feat, with Guide 
Gist, of that 90-day, 2,500 mile mid-winter journey to 
Fort Le Boeuf, near Lake Erie, under Governor Din- 
widdie’s orders to “warn off the French” from the 
Ohio country, the vast unknown, trans-mountain areas 
of Pennsylvania, New York, Ohio, Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Indiana and Illinois, His report and the French 
answer to the British ownership claims soon caught 
world-wide attention, first in Williamsburg, Virginia, 
and then in London, Paris, Brussels, Amsterdam and 
Rome. 

The resultant excitement over Britain’s obvious 
plan to claim, seize, occupy and settle all the new lands 
brought on the French and Indian Wars that lasted 
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seven bloody years. By arming American settlers and 
arousing a new spirit of nationalism, it directly 
brought on the American Revolution. 

Washington learned military tactics and command 
the hard way by reading imported text books, the best 
he could find, and by practice. When the French and 
the Indians struck back hard at his hastily contrived 
“Fort Necessity” and reinforcements did not arrive, 
he reluctantly surrendered arms and ammunition in 
return for a safe passage home with his troops. That 
was followed by General Braddock’s defeat before Fort 
Duquesne — now Pittsburgh —- when the closed-rank 
British regulars were mowed down by the French and 
Indians from the forest, just as Washington predicted 
to the stubborn Braddock who died on the field after 
having five horses shot from beneath him. 

These experiences, defeats and victories armed the 
former farm boy and surveyor with new knowledge of 
tactics, strategy, logistics and in the use of arms and 
ammunition, so that John Adams of Massachusetts, 
Hamilton of New York City, Jefferson, Madison, Mon- 
roe and Patrick Henry of Virginia found it easy to 
set up a unanimous vote for him as Commander-in- 
Chief of all colonial military forces, of which he took 
command at Cambridge shortly after the Battle of 
Bunker Hill. The final victory at Yorktown led to 
his unanimous choice as our Nation’s first President. 

American boys who would emulate Washington can 
today easily find more opportunities than did Wash- 
ington for self-training, if they seek them. The out- 
door life that enabled Washington to sleep anywhere 
—on the ground, under the stars—and to walk 30, 
40 or 50 miles a day if need be, can still be cultivated 
to toughen and perfect masculine strength and endur- 
ance. Washington may have met many reverses in 
life before his pertinacity, unfaltering confidence and 
cleverness won the Revolutionary war, but he always 
learned from each reverse. He gained by every set- 
back and went steadily onward and upward. The 
myriad daily diaries he kept should be read by every 
boy and girl who wish to educate themselves. Lincoln 
once said that the history of the life of Washington 
was that which had inspired him. 

Washington learned the hard way — by experience, 
more than by any little teachings or formal schooling 
he had. His mother, perhaps his most important teach-

er, insisted he perfect his reading, his writing, his 
arithmetic and penmanship by constant, patient doing 
and re-doing of examples. The few books to which he 
had access were of high character. They taught moral 
conduct and character. Washington learned early to 
plan ahead, to make note of his work, actions and daily 
contacts. He copied businessmen’s habits of account- 
ing, of using business forms for the sale of salt, fish, 
wheat flour and iron shapes which by middle life helped 
him build what in those days was considered a small 
fortune. 

It is thought that the most outstanding factor in 
Washington’s successful way of life was his insistence 
on long hours of hard work at the farm, strict disci- 
pline in his soldier’s life, rigid honesty and dependa- 
bility in all affairs of life, social morality and respon- 
sibility and his unswerving patriotism, Cynics and 
critics of late jeer at Parson Weems’ story of George 
Washington as a child and the cherry tree legend. 
Of course, the tale was evidently told for its juvenile 
appeal. However, it is 100% consonant with Wash- 
ington’s daily code and conduct throughout life. Wash- 
ington read the Weem’s story before he died, and never 
denied it. Weems, the Episcopal Bishop of the area 
accepted it, as it was related to him by an old lady 
of the Washington family neighborhood. 

Early in life Washington began collecting or bor- 
rowing books with which to satisfy his yearnings for 
greater knowledge. His interest in books brought 
many gifts of books from his more cultured neigh- 
bors and from the gentry of the area, starting for him 
a library that grew steadily throughout his lifetime. 
Lord Fairfax wrote: “His education might have been 
bettered, but he is a man who will go to school all his 
life and profit thereby steadily.” 

In one book we read Washington’s own judgment: 
“IT conceive that a knowledge of books is the basis on 
which all other knowledge rests.” Read one of Wash- 
ington’s many boyhood copy books and you will find 
the finest Anglo-Saxon maxims which his mother pre- 
scribed for copying over and over until it penetrated 
his brain. His near perfect penmanship was achieved 
the same hard way. There were family prayers each 
morning and night, with Grace always being said at 
mealtime. 

George Washington made it a point to learn some- 
thing new every day, as biographers indicate, Today, 
all may obtain true wisdom by reading his Farewell 
Address which gives suggestions for sensible national 
Government policies. For 40 years Washington de- 
voted himself, first, in death-defying military actions;

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ad Y NAME will be Mudd.” 

How often have you uttered that phrase, or 
heard someone else utter it? The meaning is all too 
clear, but have you ever wondered just how it began? 
The story is a regrettable one. Historians generally 
concede that the United States Government of 1865 
acted hastily, and mud was thrown on its name be- 
cause of the case of Dr. Samuel M. Mudd and the man 
who shot Lincoln. 

Congress recently took a stand alongside historians, 
voting to redeem the degradation that has been mis- 
applied to Mudd since the fateful night John Wilkes 
Booth placed his derringer to the head of President 
Abraham Lincoln. <A plaque is to be erected on a 
desolate, sun-parched island off Flerida’s Key West, 
to the memory of the Doctor. 

When yellow fever struck the lonely inhabitants of 
the U. 8.’s Devil’s Island, the Fort Jefferson Prison on 
Dry Tortugas, both guards and prisoners perished in 
staggering numbers. Finally, the last prison physician 
died. Dr. Mudd gazed bleakly at the quotation some 
earlier light-hearted tenant had smeared on the cell 
door: “Leave hope behind who enters here.” Hope 
managed to struggle into that cubicle, and Mudd vol- 
unteered to serve at the height of the epidemic. 

The officers of the tiny stronghold accepted his offer, 
still thinking apprehensively of the part he played in 
the dread conspiracy that resulted in the martyrdom 
of the great Civil War president, little more than two 
years before. The doctor ordered every window in 
the moldy, dark dungeons thrown wide open to wel- 
come fresh air and the sun’s purifying rays. Buckets 
of soap water were scrubbed into the walls of the 
bastion. At last, the plague subsided ; the dying ended. 
After reviewing his work and its results, the Fort’s 
officers petitioned President Johnson to pardon Dr. 
Mudd. 

No light request, this. The man had played a key 
role (all suspected) in Booth’s ghastly scheme of re- 
venge. Although the madman who held the gun that 
Friday night at Ford’s Theater was cornered and shot 
to death in a Virginia barn, eight of his “colleagues” 
(including Dr. Mudd) were brought to a quick and 
“just” trial. Fortunately, the doctor received the less 
severe sentence of “life in prison,” to be served at the 
Albany (N.Y.) Penitentiary, for his part in the crime. 
He pleaded his innocence, but few men in Washington 
believed him. Later, Secretary Stanton, fearing the 
rebel sympathizers who had plotted the assassination 
woukl attempt to rescue Mudd ard his blood-stained 
friends, had them secretly hustled off, in the dead of 
night, to the nation’s most notorious fortress, sur- 
rounded by its moat of especially under-fed sharks. 

Some of the taint is gone from Samuel Mudd’s name 
through his humanitarian service at Fort Jefferson 
that August of 1867. But, what of his still unanswered 
claim of “innocent” in Booth’s infamous plot? No offi- 
cial has yet risen to affirm this man’s word. His- 
torians have studied the facts, the volumes of words 
handed down concerning the events that revolved upon 
this most untimely death. These men believe Mudd is 
right. The light of suspicion falls upon him from 
time to time, but it does not burn for long, nor does 
it ever glow in full force. 


‘AND HIS NAME WAS MUDD' -- SAMUEL 


Physician Who Aided Lincoln Assassin Fought Yellow Fever Epidemic

John Wilkes Booth was not entirely secretive in 
his hideous plans and design for their execution, but 
there is little reason to believe he confessed any of 
them to the stern and suspecting Maryland doctor. 
To young Davey Herold, who rode with him in his 
escape from Washington that night of April 14th,

In Administering Medical Aid To the Wounded John 
Wilkes Booth 


Booth admitted his anxiety about Mudd. Before they 
halted at the doctor’s porch and begged him to ad- 
minister to the broken leg paining the assassin, Booth 
disguised himself in whiskers from his dressing room, 
to assume an old man’s appearance. 


The actor, now a true tragedian, had met and ob- 
served the unswerving character of the tall, balding 
farmer on earlier occasions, Booth had first planned 
on using the road that passed Mudd’s farm, near 
Bryantown, Maryland, as his escape route. In making 
trips to learn the region, he was introduced to the doc- 
tor, whose practice of medicine ended years before. 
Mudd spent all his energy watching over his five 
hundred acre farm. To dispel any suspicion, for he 
thought of everything, the actor told Mudd he was 
interested in buying such a place for himself. 

This interested the doctor, for he and others in his 
family owned much land in Southern Maryland. With 
slavery’s end, selling a portion might relieve some of 
their worry connected with the property. So friendly 
did Mudd become toward Booth, in fact, that he once 
invited the conspirator to spend the night in his house. 

The land about was hilly, calm and peaceful. It was 
unmarred by the heavy boots of tramping armies, there 
were no charred shells of villages to attest the sack- 
ings of enemy troops. The quiet serenity would fit 
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well the plans Booth was formulating, and he carefully 


placed each morsel of information in its correct cate- 
gory. The intelligent doctor was well thought of by 


his neighbors; a constant churchgoer. Mudd had 
earlier been a “rebel sympathizer,” but voted for Lin- 
coln in the last November election, Booth considered 
the man, then warily decided there was no place for 
him in the undertaking. 

Eventually, the actor changed his plans for a more 
southerly route of escape. But, when the hour struck 
and his grizzly deed was done, Booth climbed over the 
railing of box number seven . . . spoke his defamed 
speech: “Sic semper tyrannis” so inaudibly that thea- 
ter patrons below him could not hear... and sprang 
to the stage. Landing, his left leg twisted and cracked 
under the weight of his body. The pain shot through 
his leg as he rose and limped across the stage, adding 
to the confusion of actors and audience, still unaware 
of his odious act. 

Riding out of town with Herold, Booth sat uncom- 
fortably in the saddle of the jolting horse. As they 
paused for the arms and supplies at a pre-arranged 
rendezvous, Booth gulped whiskey to dull the pain of 
his throbbing leg and decided he must have the broken 
bones set before continuing his escape. The only doc- 
tor he knew in the entire area was Mudd. There was 
no other way; the assassin could not travel much far- 
ther in this condition, The pair turned off for Bryan- 
town, to involve Mudd in that night’s treachery. They 
would tell him, it was decided, that the old man 
(Booth, disguised) had been pitched from his horse 
when it stumbled in a chuck hole along the dark road. 
the morning as Herold 
pounded on the doctor’s door, The conspirators memo- 
rized their story, and entered the Mudd house. A 
splint of heavy pasteboard was applied within forty- 
five minutes, and the doctor did not recognize his pa- 
tient. As Booth tried to rise from the bed where he 
had been treated, pain split up his back and he col- 
lapsed, panting for breath. He was certain he could 
not move for the present. Mudd offered him the hos 
pitality of his home and went out to attend to that 
day’s activities about the farm. 


It was four o’clock in 


That morning at 7:22, Abraham Lincoln died. Sob 
bing, Mary Todd cried, “Why didn’t you tell me he 
was dying?” and the nation that had just emerged 
from a blood purging, the most thorough in ANY na- 
tion’s history, was stunned by the Emancipator’s black 
drape and pale brow. 

Booth woke, gazed at the bright sun, rubbed his 
eyes and demanded help to his horse. Beside Herold, 
he rode away from approaching troops. The pursuers 
swept down on Samuel Mudd, for he had harbored and 
ministered to this crazed killer. Bound and rushed 
away, the doctor was accused of conspiracy and hur- 
ried to a courtroom electrified with the air of the 
world’s vilest crime. What other verdict could there 
be? What punishment could be dealt out that would 
be considered deserving of such a fiendish plot? 

Samuel Mudd died in 1882, leaving a sworn state- 
ment reaflirming his complete innocence in the assas- 
sination and the events leading to it. With the air of 
vengeance stilled by the passing years, the document 
was viewed thoughtfully and its contents given a 
questioning, There will soon be a memorial to this 
man’s courage and unselfish concern for danger in fac- 
ing and defeating the dread yellow fever plague of 
1867. The plaque will be placed on the spot where

Communists Incite New 
Nazi-like Splurge 


The new wave of Nazi-like activity which started 
recently in Germany spread to some sixty countries 
including the United States. Three men have been 
arrested for treason for their campaign against the 
Jews in New York and a self-styled Nazi in the Wash- 
ington, D. C., area has had his Reserve commission 
lifted by the U. 8S. Navy. Those arrested in New York 
are John Wallace, 21, leader of the “National Amer- 
ican Socialist Renaissance Party,’ Hugh Barlow, 20, 
and Richard E. Phelps, 16. Although the youths were 
charged with “consorting for an unlawful purpose” 
when arrested, Magistrate Milton Solomon, before 
whom they were arraigned, said, “As I look at it, 
treason exists where one promotes a war against so- 
ciety and its government.” The Magistrate directed 
that the treason charge provided in the New York 
State penal code be filed against them. Conviction 
of this charge could result in the death penalty. 

Police had raided Wallace’s home and found swas- 
tikas, anti-Jewish literature, arm bands and phono- 
graph records of Hitler’s speeches. 

In Washington, D. C., the Navy has instituted ac- 
tion against George Lincoln Rockwell who recently 
applied for a permit to establish a “Nazi” headquar- 
ters in Arlington, Va. Rockwell, who is a Commander 
in the Naval Reserve, is on inactive duty and is not 
subject to the uniform code of military justice. There- 
fore the Navy has lodged no charges against him, <A 
spokesman for the Navy pointed out that the proceed- 
ings to discharge him from the Naval Reserve are ad- 
ministrative and not punitive. 

The wave of anti-semitism in West Germany has 
grown so great that Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
called a special meeting of his cabinet to discuss the 
problem. 

Inasmuch as the Communists secretly propagandized 
and agitated racial hatred and uprisings in Germany 
prior to Hitler’s ascendancy, on which wave he rode 
into power, and since Russia and the satellite coun- 
tries’ Communist officials, including East German 
Communist leaders, are pressing for a United Germany 
under a “people’s republic” and that the coming Sum- 
mit meeting is concerned chiefly with the Berlin ques- 
tion, which Russia is agitating, it is possible, as some 
German officials have recently announced, after care- 
ful investigation, that the World Communist move- 
ment set off the recent world wide anti-Semitic up- 
heavals, blaming the entire affair on ex-Nazis, and 
anti-semities, unknowingly incited by the Reds to re- 
newed actions throughout the world. 

Only Communists have a world-wide machine which 
can act in such unison on so short notice, as that of 
the recent upsurge of anti-semitism. 

The Natrona Repustic has a sample of the Com- 
munist anti-semitic propaganda spread throughout 
Germany in about 1930, and blamed on gentiles, caus- 
ing hysterical gentiles to actually turn the heat on,

while the Communists laid low, agitating the Jewish 
people of Germany into counteraction. 

It was on this wave that Hitler was able to organ- 
ize the Nazi movement and on which he rode into 
power. It was following Hitler’s advent to the dicta- 
torship that Russia teamed up with Germany, in vio- 
lation of the Versailles Treaty, to illegally build up 
Germany’s military strength, and finally to set out in 
the joint rape of Europe, Russia taking its bordering 
countries, while Hitler’s forces marched westward into 
Belgium, France, Luxemburg and other European 
countries, Finally Hitler felt so strong he flexed his 
muscles and took on his working partner, Russia. 
With the advent of the U.S.A. into the war, his forces 
were squeezed in the Russian-American wedge going 
down to defeat, 

The sample anti-semitic propaganda issued by the 
German Communists was turned over to the NaTionaL 
Rervuswic in the later thirties, by a former courier be- 
tween Trotsky, Commissar of Foreign Affairs of the 
Soviet and the Communist Party of the U.S.A, The 
courier later was transferred to Germany for activities 
under the blind of Cooperative movements.

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Later under the same blind, he operated in Bul- 
garia and England, and his last was assignment in 
Mexico, after which the courier, Harold 8S. Banks, 
American-born college graduate, who had been a most 
dedicated and carefully trained bolsheviki, deserted the 
movement and returned to the U.S.A. Banks informed 
the Narionat Repustic of the racial conspiracy hatched 
by Moscow and its agents as a means of stirring up- 
risings in Germany and elsewhere. In Germany, which 
was at the moment divided, no doubt the Communists 
hoped to seize power during the confusion, but this 
plan was nipped by the Hitlerites, so the Reds playing 
both sides against the middle in the confusion, lost 
control of Germany, while aiding Hitler to come to 
power, then used Hitler to set off World War II, Rus- 
sia gaining control of all of eastern Europe, including 
East Germany.

The Subversive Activities Control Board has just 
filed its Ninth Annual Report to Congress showing 
that by the end of the fiscal year 1959 there were 
pending in the United States Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia Circuit 10 appeals brought 
by organizations which had been found by the Board 
to be Communist-front organizations, namely, Amer- 
ican Peace Crusade (through an intervenor), Cali- 
fornia Labor School, Inc., Civil Rights Congress, La- 
bor Youth League, Jefferson School of Social Science, 
National Council of American-Soviet Friendship, Inc., 
United May Day Committee (through an intervenor), 
Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade, Washing- 
ton Pension Union, and Colorado Committee to Pro- 
tect Civil Liberties, 

The report indicates that the outcome of all of these 
cases depends on the final determination in the courts 
on the finding of the Board that the Communist Party, 
U.S.A., is a Communist action organization. The U. 8. 
Court of Appeals has deferred reviewing all of these 
cases until the Party case is settled, 

The Board’s report further says: “During the prior 
fiscal year a court injunction was sought by certain 
local labor unions to enjoin proceedings under the 
Communist Control Act of 1954 which had been 
brought before the Board by the Attorney General 
against the international labor union (United Elec- 
trical, Radio and Machine Workers of America) with 
which the locals are affiliated. The Court of Appeals, 
on December 18, 1958, affirmed the District Court’s 
denial of their request for declaratory judgment and 
injunction, and on January 12, 1959, denied a motion 
for reconsideration. However, further appeal in the 
matter was obviated by the Board’s dismissal, upon 
motion of the Attorney General, of the petition against 
the United Electrical, Radio and Machine Workers 
of America.” 


College Professors Dismissed 
For Defiance 


The New York City Board of Education has sus- 
pended four more of its teachers without pay on 
charges that they made false statements about past 
Communist Party membership. They are Miss Deborah 
Douglas, Mrs. Lillian Felshin, Mrs, Ethel P, Levine 
and Selig Bernstein. The Board of Education claims 
that the teachers falsified their application for teach- 
ing and supervisory licenses. They are charged with

conduct unbecoming teachers and will face depart- 
mental trials. 

Three other members of the Board’s teaching staff, 
all of whom admitted being one-time Communists and 
who have been suspended since 1955, are going to get 
a new departmental trial. They were charged with 
obstructing the Board’s investigation of subversive in- 
fluences by their refusal to identify others in the 
teaching profession who were in the party with them. 

The four teachers will be backed by the New York 
Teachers Union which has already charged that the 
suspensions “make no sense at all except as a blind 
act of revenge and retaliation for the Board of Edu- 
cation’s final defeat in the court of appeals in May 
in its ignoble five-year fight for the power to force 
teachers to inform on their colleagues.” The Board 
of Education withdrew official recognition of the 
Teachers Union in 1950 because of alleged Communist 
domination. 

The New York City Board of Education has had its 
difficulties with those accused of Communist affilia- 
tions. Earlier this year the State Court of Appeals 
overruled the Board which had suspended five teachers 
for not informing on their faculty associates. As the 
result of this ruling Harry Adler and Mrs. Minerva 
Feinstein have been reassigned to jobs in the school 
system, Three others of the group will be tried late 
in February on charges of falsely swearing about their 
own past party memberships. They are Irving Mauer, 
Julius H. Nash and Samuel 8. Cohen. 

Another university professor has lost his job for 
utilizing the 5th Amendment to defy a Congressional 
Committee, the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, He is Dr, Richard W. Reichard, associate

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professor of history at George Washington University 
in the Nation’s Capital. 

Dr. Oswald 8S. Colclough, acting president of the 
university, said Reichard’s appointment had been with- 
drawn “as of the date last summer when he was ad- 
vised that his suitability and qualifications to join 
the faculty of the university were being reconsidered.” 
Reichard had been given a two-year appointment as 
associate professor of European history effective Sep- 
tember Ist. The head of the university said that the 
history teacher had received his salary while his ap- 
pointment was under study but he was not permitted 
to teach. The House Committee had attempted to 
learn from Reichard whether he had been an organizer 
of the Young Communist League at Harvard from 
1946 to 1949. He refused to answer, seeking the pro- 
tection of the 5th Amendment. The decision that 
Reichard had been found “unsuitable and unqualified 
to join the faculty” was reached by George Washing- 
ton University officials after administrative discus- 
sions with the history teacher, an interview with a 
special faculty committee and a hearing with counsel 
before a special committee of university trustees. 

There was a difference of opinion as to the money 
Reichard had received. University officials said that 
he had been paid $3100 this year not as salary but 
“out of consideration for his family.” However, 
Reichard claims that he had been paid 14 of the 
amount stipulated in his two-year contract, His sal- 
ary was to have been $6200 a year. 

Reichard has announced that he intends to appeal 
his case to the American Association of University 
Professors. He told newsmen that he does not expect 
to be reinstated but he hopes that the University will 
eventually withdraw its “unsuitable and unqualified” 
ruling. 

Meanwhile the American Association of University 
Professors is wrestling with a decision as to whether 
to censure Lowell Technical Institute at Lowell, Mass., 
for dismissing two of its professors who refused to 
testify before the Senate Internal Security Committee. 
Dr. Bertram H, Davis, president of the Association, 
said that the organization rarely gets one of its mem- 
bers reinstated, but frequently does obtain for them a 
limited amount of severance pay. 

The controversy over the cancellation of a speaking 
engagement of Norman Thomas, former minister and 
among America’s leading exponents of Socialism, 
which started last spring apparently continues to 
smoulder. Thomas attended the Bach Festival on 
the Lehigh University campus at Bethlehem, la., and 
at that time was interviewed by the school paper, 
“Brown and White.” In that interview he told the 
reporter that he favored nationalization of the steel 
industry. 

Subsequently Delta Omicron Beta, the university’s 
debating society, asked university oflicials for permis- 
sion to invite Thomas as a guest speaker for one of its 
programs last fall, Although the request was denied 
shortly after the opening of the new school term, word 
of the action did not leak out until November and dur- 
ing the Christmas recess the National Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Student Association, claiming 
it represented one million U. 8S. college students, con- 
demned Lehigh’s anti-Thomas stand, calling it a vio- 
lation of academic freedom. Also in mid-December 
the Lehigh chapter of the American Association of 
University Professors proposed that the authority to 
approve guest speakers be taken away from the uni- 
versity president where it has been and be turned 
over to a faculty-student committee. 


LISTENING IN ON 
RED PARTY LINE 


Propaganda against the United States is nothing 
new, When it is overdone, we are inclined to 
laugh it off. But what is the effect on those who 
hear only the worst about us? For a startling 
diatribe, let’s listen in on The Red Party Line —

democracy. On January 1, 1959, the Cuban people over- 
threw the dictatorial power of Batista, which had been 
supported by U. S. imperialists . . . Cuba is the first Latin 
American nation in which revolution triumphed by the 
armed struggle of the people who expelled from the coun- 
try the pro-U. S. reactionary forces and defended the revo- 
lutionary government with weapons in hand.” 

FACT: In our history it was the United States that 
freed Cuba from Spain — and instead of taking over, 
helped set it up as a free nation. 


“Agrarian reform is being carried out throughout Cuba. 
This has dealt heavy blows to U. S. monopolistic capital 
. . . The United States is carrying out sabotage against 
Cuba; it pressures Cuba on military and economic matters; 
it instigates Cuban reactionary forces to carry out their 
crimes; it has sponsored plans of armed intervention in 
Cuba under cover of the Organization of American States.” 

FACT: We have exactly the same number of votes 
in the OAS as Cuba— namely, ONE. We have not 
sponsored, but have prevented attacks on Cuba. 

“There were two mammoth demonstrations in Cuba 
this past year against U. S. Imperialism. Recently the 
revolutionary tribunals resumed their operations to crush 
the counterrevolution.” 

FACT: By Cuba’s ruthless purges, Cuba has lost the 
sympathy of the American public, who had previously 
been friendly to the Revolution. 

“The triumph of the Cuban revolution gives heart to 
other National democratic movements in Latin America. 
Armed struggle goes on in other countries ruled by dicta- 
torships who are supported by U. S. imperialism.” 

FACT: Evidently if we keep hands off, we are sup- 
porting the regime in power. If we sell arms to 
rebels — or if we would — we would be heroes! 


“The anti-U. S. struggle is evident in other Latin Amer- 
ican nations. In March, the people of Bolivia demon- 
strated in La Paz against the United States, protesting an 
offense against the national dignity of Bolivia by the 
United States.” 

FACT: Seems to us we spent a lot of money helping 
Bolivia keep its tin on the market during the war. 

“To defend their national sovereignty and to recover 
the Panama Canal — treacherously occupied by the United 
States — the people of Panama in November staged sev- 
eral demonstrations on a large scale.” 

FACT: How could we treacherously occupy what was 
never Panama’s — the Panama Canal built by Amer- 
ican money and with sacrifice of American lives, and 
for which we have paid heavily for ground legally 
rented? 

“In Puerto Rico — which is also dominated by Yankee 
imperialists —a large anti-U. S. movement was formed 
last November.” 

FACT: We have been under the impression that 
Puerto Rico is a part of the United States. 

“The Chinese people . . . are convinced that the na- 
tional democratic movement in Latin America will . . . 
expel Yankee imperialism from their soil.” 

FACT: And how would the Latin Americans like to 
be under the control of Godless Communism? 
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Shortly after the first of the year this action was 
approved by Lehigh’s student council. It has since 
heen learned that Lehigh has granted permission for 
Thomas to speak at closed meetings, but “the univer- 
sity does not wish at this time to invite Mr. Thomas as 
its guest speaker for a public lecture or to sponsor 
and subsidize his visit to the campus through the co- 
operative lecture series.” 

Thomas has admitted that he has an “interest in 
keeping the situation alive.” He added, “There is a 
great deal of censorship on our campuses. The aver 
age college president lives in fear of his alumni. | 
think that’s what happened at Lehigh. It is a matter 
of principle for me to fight this.” 

Those supporting the Thomas meeting claim that 
many members of Lehigh’s alumni are top officials of 
lending U. S. Steel companies. 


Would Impose Monroe Doctrine 


Reaffirmation of the Monroe Doctrine and a firm 
warning to Communist Russia to keep its nose out of 
the affairs of the two Americas is proposed in legisla 
tion just introduced in Congress by Rep. Craig Hos 
mer (R., Calif.). His proposal in the form of a joint 
resolution is entitled “To Forestall Intervention, Dom 
ination Control and Colonization of International 
Communism in the New World.” 

In presenting his proposal Congressman Hosmer 
international Communism to leap 
frog the Atlantic and take over countries of the West 
ern Hemisphere both by infiltration of existing gov 
ernments and by seizing control of liberal revolution 
ary movements constitutes a clear and present danger.” 

The Resolution, which was referred to the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, includes the following pro

(2) Reatlirms the Monroe Doctrine’s warning to 
European nations to keep “hands-off” the two Amer 
ican continents. 

(3) Applies the Monroe Doctrine to international 
Communism, whether operating openly or under sub 
versive disguise 

(4) Labels any direct or indirect intervention by 
international Communism anywhere in the New World 
as a danger to peace and security of all American 
states justifying immediate exercise of these nations’ 
inherent right of self-defense, 

(5) Authorizes immediate individual or collective 
self-defense action by the American nations to fore 
stall subversive intervention by international Commu 
nism anywhere in the Americas, 

Rep. Hosmer added: 

“If the Communist efforts to control countries on 
the American continents are not thwarted, the United 
States will become subject to destructive sneak attack 
from Red missile bases almost within sight of our own 
Southern cities, 

“Communist regimes in the Caribbean, Central or 
South America, or any of them, would not alone im 
peril the United States and its American neighbors. 
By thus exposing the United States to attack from the 
south, the relative power of the free world and the 
Communist empire would be so drastically unbalanced 
that all Western nations and thus Western civiliza- 
tion itself could be overwhelmed and destroyed. 

“Each year hundreds of Latin Americans receive 
revolutionary training in Moscow and are sent back 
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Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev Brags in Moscow of 
Superior Military and Nuclear Power 


to work ceaselessly to subvert their lawful govern 
ments and replace them with regimes dominated and 
controlled by the international Communist conspiracy. 

“Their work is apparent today in Panama where 
our sovereignty over the vital Canal is being harassed.

Ohio Senator Censured By Legion 


Seventy posts in the 4th Ohio District of the Amer 
ican Legion have voted to ask the organization’s State 
Executive Committee to prefer charges leading to the 
expulsion of United States Senator Stephen M, Young 
of Ohio from the Legion. Action was taken at a dis- 
trict meeting on January 10th following a quarrel 
the Hamilton County and Cincinnati, Ohio, Legion 
has been having with the U, S. Senator over his ac 
ceptance of an invitation to address the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee in New York City last De 
cember, The Legion had requested Senator Young to 
withdraw his acceptance “so as not to become a tool 
of the Communist apparatus.” Senator Young fired a

Pro-Red Unionists Lose 
In Court Test 


Four members of the steel workers union who lost 
their jobs because they refused to testify about their 
alleged Communist Party memberships have lost their 
suit against the Bethlehem Steel Company and the 
United Steel Workers union, 

The union members are Aaron Ostrofsky, Joseph 
Henderson, William Wood, and Benjamin Fino. They 
sued the union and the company, accusing them of fail- 
ure to submit the dismissals for arbitration, The 
United Steel Workers union claimed the men had re- 
fused to cooperate with union attorneys who sought 
from them background information about the case. 

In its three sentence decision the Fourth U. 8. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals said “For the reason that the 
plaintiffs utterly failed to co-operate with the union, 
as clearly shown in the opinion of the district court, 
we think the union was neither unreasonable nor ar 
bitrary in refusing to prosecute the grievances of the 
plaintiffs. Consequently, no right of action has ac- 
crued to them against the union or against their 
former employer.” 

When called before the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities in 1957, after an F.B.1. agent had 
identified them as Communist Party members, the four 
union members grabbed the Fifth Amendment and re- 
fused to answer Committee questions. The steel com- 
pany subsequenly classed them as security risks, They 
were employed at Bethlehem’s Sparrow’s Point plant 
in Maryland. 

Employes fired as security risks in industrial plants 
are still eligible to collect unemployment compensa- 
tion benefits if they otherwise qualify, the State Su- 
preme Court of ennsylvania has ruled in two cases. 

Involved in one of the cases is Paul E. Ault, who 
was fired from his job with Bethlehem Steel Corp, in 
1954 after he pleaded the Fifth Amendment when 
called before a U. S. Senate investigating committee. 
The other case involves Miss Evelyn Darin who lost 
her job with the Westinghouse Electric Corp. the 
same year because she hid behind the Fifth Amend- 
ment when an unemployment compensation referee 
sought to question her about possible membership in 
the Communist Party. 

The State Supreme Court split 3 to 1 in the decision 
in which the majority held that unemployment bene- 
fits could not be denied “because of raising the bar of 
the Fifth amendment against rumor or report of 
disloyalty or because of refusing to answer such ru- 
mor or report.” 

Sidney Turoff, an alleged Communist, has been con- 
victed on two counts of contempt of Congress by a 
Federal court jury in Buffalo, N. Y. He was accused 
of failing to answer questions put to him by members 
of the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
which called him as a witness in 1957. 

His conviction was on two counts of the indictment. 
One accused him of refusing to give the committee the 
name of the person to whom he delivered some print- 
ing equipment while he was a member of the Commu- 
nist organization. The other conviction was for re-

fusing to name members of the “steel section” of the 
Communist Party at the time he claims to have severed 
his connection with the Red organization. 


Southern Mayor 
Charges Defamation 


The Communist issue was injected into the campaign 
of DeLesseps Morrison, Mayor of New Orleans and 
candidate for governor. Morrison had charged that 
William Donnels, publisher of a newspaper known 
as the “Federationist,” had defamed him. 

In a surprise move the defense, with Morrison on 
the stand, said that Morrison’s secretary had been a 
member of a Communist-front group. They referred 
to Mrs. Rosalie Grad. <A part of the defamation charge 
was based on Donnels’ published statement that Mayor 
Morrison “has been associated with Communists and 
fellow travelers.” He had also charged that Morrison 
had obtained his secretary from a Communist or a 
man with Communist tendencies, Mayor Morrison, 
on the witness stand, said that Mrs. Grad had admitted 
to him that she joined the Southern Conference on 
Human Welfare “around 1946.” He said she told him 
she resigned shortly after joining after she “heard 
some criticism of it.’ The Southern Conference on 
Human Welfave has been labeled a Communist-front 


Soviet Figurehead President K. V. Voroshilov Welcomed 
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organization by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. 

Donnels had also claimed that Mayor Morrison was 
associated with directors of the “American Commit- 
tee for Improving our Neighbors,” and said that the 
membership list contains five persons identified by the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities as Com- 
munists. Morrison called the charge “a desperate 
smear attempt.” 


Alien Smuggler Apprehended 


Einar Knudson, 25-year-old carpenter of a Nor- 
wegian freighter, has been arrested in New York as a 
smuggler of aliens. 

Knudson and nine Sicilians were arrested by Immi- 
gration authorities when the Norwegian freighter 
“Fernriver” docked in New York. Starvation forced 
the Sicilians who had been hiding for a month in the 
hold of the ship to give themselves up to authorities, 
and at that time they named Knudson as a smuggler. 

He claimed that he got into the smuggling business 
as a result of a contact with a blonde in a Genoa bar- 
room a month ago. He said the woman offered him 
$20,000 to smuggle the Sicilians into the United States. 
He said he got six of the aliens on to the ship at Naples 
and three more at Marseilles, 

According to Knudson’s schedule he was supposed 
to discharge the aliens at Boston, but the payoff man 
failed to show up. He said he was supposed to show 
the contact man half of a lottery ticket given him by 
the blonde. The Norwegian said he had great difficulty 
slipping food to the aliens during the trip. Knudson 
faces a five-year prison sentence and a fine up to 
$10,000 if convicted. The Sicilians will probably be 
deported, having been charged with illegal entry. 

Indications are that Congress will again undertake 
to provide new passport legislation after having failed 
to come to an agreement last session over how much 
authority the State Department should have to deny 
passports to Communist sympathizers. 

It has been announced by Sen. Fulbright (D., Ark.), 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
that his group will look over a number of bills that 
have been introduced and review the hearings that 
were held last year. 


Movies Again Employ Radicals 


A new fight over the so-called “blacklist” in the en- 
tertainment field is being planned by the Writers Guild 


of America. Although executives of the motion picture 
industry claim that such a list does not exist, many 
writers and actors contradict this statement and claim 
that the producers are guided by a list of persons 
whose background is considered too radical for em- 
ployment in movie and television work. 

The Guild backs up its claim by citing a recent inci- 
dent involving Louis Pollock, a writer, For five years 
Pollock has been unsuccessful in selling his scripts to 
motion picture and television executives. His troubles 
began when a clothier by the same name was called 
before the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties and refused to testify. When writer Pollock 
learned of the mistaken identity he employed a lawyer 
who got in touch with the Congressional committee 
which in turn wrote a reply in which it cleared him. 

Sut in another instance, Otto Preminger, Holly- 
wood producer and director, has employed Dalton 
Trumbo, convicted for contempt of Congress in 1947 
for refusing to testify regarding Communists in the 
movie industry. Trumbo has used the names of Rob-

In Communist Russia's Con Game 


N° REAL Communist can be moved to erase from 

the pages of the history of Communism that which 
is fondly known to them as “Marxism-Leninism,” and 
for a time as “Marxism-Leninism-Stalinism.” 

Like Stalin, who grasped power from the death-bed 
of Lenin, creating temporarily a “collective leadership” 
and using Lenin’s top disciples, including Trotsky, to 
entrench himself in power, the present Dictator, 
Khrushchev, grasped power from the death-bed of 
Stalin, for a time using Stalin’s top disciples as his 
featherbed. Once his grasp was secure, Stalin liqui- 
dated all except Trotsky, whom he exiled, later to have 
him assassinated, Khrushchev liquidated Beria, and 
purged and exiled to far off regions the remainder of 
the Stalin regime thereby concentrating power in his 
own hands, similar power to that of Lenin and Stalin. 

In purging Molotov, Bulganin, Malenkov and others 
of his one time pals in the Stalin regime, Khrushchev 
renounced Stalinism and charged them with “devia- 
tion from Marxism-Leninism.” Lenin once admonished 
his Bolshevik staff of which both Stalin and Khrush- 
chevy were a part, “to practice trickery, to employ cun- 
ning, to resort to illegal methods and, if necessary, to 
conceal the truth,” to advance the cause of world Com- 
munism, The history of world Communism indicates 
that this rule has been strictly adhered to. 

In World War I, Russia, England, Japan, France 
and Italy were pitted against Kaiser Germany, Aus- 
tria and Hungary. The United States was moving 
rapidly to join the forces to block the Kaiser’s bid 
for an all-European rule. The underground forces of 
Lenin and his Communist henchmen took advantage 
of Russia’s plight (Russia was cut off from English 
and French support by German forces) and launched 
the Red revolution on March 8, 1917, creating army 


and navy mutinies and desertions, strikes in war 
plants, hunger riots, ete. The Czar abdicated on 
March 15, 1917. 


The United States entered the war on April 6, 1917, 
and Lenin had arrived in Petrograd to take over direct 
command of the Communist revolutionaries of Russia 
April 16, 1917, being sent into Petrograd by the Ger- 
man General Staff in a sealed car and lavishly backed 
by German funds. By March 3, 1918, the Reds had 
gained sufficient control to make a peace treaty with 
Germany and its allies at Brest-Litovsk. In the take- 
over the Reds confiscated all the wealth in banks and 
in property in Russia. Among these were hundreds 
of millions of dollars in wealth belonging to Ameri- 
cans, The total debt owed Americans by Russia at 
the end of World War I was over $800 million. This 
has never been paid. The Reds first repudiated it, but 
to gain U.S. recognition from the New Deal in Novem- 
ber, 1933, agreed to negotiate the settlement of the 
debt. A few negotiations took place, but Russia’s of- 
fers were so qualified that they were unacceptable. 
They offered to settle for $300 million if we loaned 
them $600 million. The U.S. cut the amount on sev- 
eral oceasions in the hope of getting the matter settled, 
but to no avail. 

Roosevelt for some reason favored Russia as far 
back as 1934 when Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
suggested getting tough with Russia to enforce the 
recognition agreement made against his (Hull’s) ad- 
vice in November, 1933. The President forced Mr. Hull 
to drop the move for fear of irking Russia. Roosevelt 
also forced the House of Representatives in 1935 to call 
off the investigation of the wholesale violations of the 
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diplomatic agreement of 1933, under a Resolution in- 
troduced by Congressman Tinkham of Massachusetts. 
He warned the members of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, meeting and ready to hear witnesses, that such 
an investigation might irk Russia and cause an infer- 
national incident. As a result, the Committee aban- 
doned the Hearings. 

Svidently to appease Stalin, President Roosevelt and 
wife, Eleanor, did everything possible after November, 
1933, to throttle and discredit Congressional Commit- 
tee investigations of Communist conspiracies in the 
U.S.A., Communists in our Government and in our 
armed services, and in the W.P.A. They denounced 
the Dies Committee, the Military Affairs Committee, 
the Committee on Education and Labor, the Woodrum 
and other Committees investigating Communism in 
the United States. Communist agents were not only 
shielded, but alien Communists were aided in entering 
the United States. Browder was released from prison; 
the D. J. was deterred from prosecuting Reds who 
joined the Spanish armed revolutionary forces; the 
F.B.I, was hindered in seizing spies; Red conspirators 
were given high posts in our Government Departments; 
and a clampdown was launched in an effort to silence 
militant anti-Reds. 

Roosevelt reportedly forced Winston Churchill to 
calm down in his belligerent attitude toward Stalin’s 
demands at Teheran in 19438, where it is said that 
Stalin demanded the right to invade and to police 
what are now the Iron Curtain countries, or he would, 
like Lenin in World War I, make peace with the Ger- 
mans who had originally promised Russia a split in 
the countries taken over. Churchill consequently be- 
came silent and Stalin gained his points, making Rus- 
sia, which aided Hitler in launching the war, the real 
victor. 

On April 16, 1922, Russia made an economic treaty 
with Germany, and in 1928 extended this treaty, ex- 
panding it to aid Germany to arm in violation of the 
Versailles Treaty. Germany secretly built war plants 
on Russian territory in exchange for goods and army 
training of Communists by German officers. Hitler 
came into power in 1932 on a wave of anti-semitism 
secretly spread by Communists, and in August, 1935, 
Moscow’s Communist International declared its sup- 
port to the “democratic powers against the menace of 
Fascism.” 

Hitler’s armies began their march in the rape of 
eastern Europe on March 7, 1936. In July, 1936, Rus- 
sia called on Communist forces to aid the Socialist 
revolution in Spain. Russia secretly dispatched army 
officials to grasp control of the revolutionary forces 
and to direct the war. Communists throughout the 
world (including the United States) swarmed into 
Spain as army recruits. As the war progressed, Rus- 
sian agents stole and shipped out some $750 million 
in gold and treasures, never to be returned to Spain. 

Russia renounced her support of “democracies 
against Fascism” on August 24, 1939, as the Hitler 
force showed its power, and signed a ten-year neu- 
trality and economic pact with Hitler Germany. One 
month later, September 17, 1939, Russia invaded Po- 
land from the east as Nazi Germany invaded Poland 
from the west. On September 28th the two countries’ 
armed forces joined hands in victory over Poland, 
and partitioned Poland between them. As the Ger- 
man forces moved west, Russian forces attacked Fin- 
land on November 30, 1939. Russia was ousted from 
the League of Nations for this action. Germany, Italy 
and Japan had previously resigned from the League. 
Finland under attack ceded a great portion of her 
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g, Karelian Isthmus, the 
shores of Lake Ladoga and a strip of Actu province) 
to Russia in exchange for a truce. On June 15, 1940, 
Russia invaded Lithuania, Latvia and Estonia and 
annexed them. 


country (province of Viborg 


Concerned with Japan at its back, Russia signed a 
five-year neutrality pact with Japan on April 13, 1941. 
Because of Russia’s seizures of German-held Latvia, Es- 
tonia and Lithuania, Germany launched an attack on 
Russia, June 22, 1941. Our country, in the meantime, 
had been aiding England and Nationalist China with 
the necessities of war. Russia had already double- 
crossed the “democracies” and assisted Hitler in set- 
ting off the European war. Bat on June 24, 1941, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt notified Russia, then under full 
Nazi attack, of our all-out aid and support. 

It was not until October 19, 1943, that Russia pub- 
licly pledged the United States and England “unity to 
win the war.” She did not declare war on Japan until 
August 8, 1945, after Japan had notified Russia of her 
willingness to surrender to the United States, This 
information Russia withheld, but Japan surrendered 
directly to the United States on August 14, 1945. 
Russia then moved rapidly to seize the Kiriles and 
Sakhalin islands and Manchuria from the Japs, with- 
out opposition. 

Although Russia had agreed in 1933 to abolish the 
Third Communist International and did shelve it dur 
ing the war as a trump card to be used at Teheran, 
following the war, on October 5, 1945, she revived it 
under the name the “Cominform.” Through its politi- 
cal maneuvers it turned the occupied countries to 
Communist rule. The Reds seized power February 23, 
1948, in Czechoslovakia and although Russia had made 
a treaty with Nationalist China in 1945, she aided 
the Reds in their civil war in China and signed a 
thirty-year economic, military and political treaty 
with Chinese Communists February 14, 1950. Russia 
then prepared for the invasion of Korea, and Red Chi 
nese seizure of North Korea was accomplished in 1950. 

The Red army invaded Rumania in August, 1944, 
and Rumania was forged into a Russian satellite in 
1946. Russia invaded Bulgaria September 6, 1944, 
and the Reds turned it into a Russian puppet in 1946. 
Russian forces invaded eastern Hungary December 
23, 1944, and in August 1947 the Communists turned 
Ilungary into a Russian satellite. 

After World War II it was disclosed that Russia 
had confiscated and removed all the tangible wealth 
from all these countries; that she had drained the 
countries of all stored foods and raw materials; that 
she had moved their industrial machinery into Russia; 
as an example, hundreds of millions in property, oil 
and machinery from Austria and $850 millions in in- 
dustrial equipment and other resources removed to 
Russia from Manchuria, ete. Yet Russia demanded 
reparations of such countries she did not openly an- 
nex, ie. Austria, ten million tons of oil over a ten- 
year period, in addition ot $150 million in goods over 
an eight-year period; Finland, over and above the ter- 
ritory forcibly ceded Russia, $225 million over an 
eight-year period; Hungary, which did not immediate- 
ly become a satellite, $225 million over an eight-year 
period; Italy $100 million over a seven-year period; 
Rumania $225 million over an eight-year period, ete. 
The amount the German people were forced to pay 
Russia in reparations, in addition to ceding East Ger- 
many, has not been made public, but it must have been 
extremely large. It is also unpublicized what repara- 
tions were levied on the Polish people by Russia. 

On the other hand, Russia, which had invaded Po-

land (and kept half its land), Latvia, Lithuania, Es- 
tonia (all three completely annexed to Russia), Fin- 
land (forcibly ceding its north coast to Russia), Czech- 
oslovakia, Rumania, Bulgaria and Austria and had 
furnished aid to the Chinese Communists and North 
Korea, was on the receiving end, with no reparations 
being assessed against Russia for its invasions, de- 
struction, and aid in aggression. 

Although the New Deal inveigled the United States 
Congress into the enactment of the Lend-Lease on 
May 6, 1937, principally to aid England, the Act pro- 
vided for the sale of arms and ammunition (payable 
on purchase) to be carried on the ships of the pur- 
chasing nations. This became known as the “Cash 
and Carry Act.” This was supplanted by an Act of 
Congress, on the order of the New Deal, March, 1941, 
providing for the sale of goods loaned to the “demo- 
cratic nations” in return for services and goods. 

Back in June, 1934, Congress had been pushed by 
the New Deal into a trade act, authorizing Mr. Roose- 
velt to cut the American tariff by 50% to those coun- 
tries granting the United States “favored nations” 
treatment. Russia was excluded because the act pro- 
hibited credits and favors to nations in default. 

Immediately following the Hitler-Stalin break (June 
21, 1941), President Roosevelt brought Russia into the 
“free democratic nations” classification, and by Sep- 
tember, 1941, Russia began to receive a deluge of sup 
plies and other alms in our ships and on credit, The 
total of this so-called “Lend-Lease” to Red Russia was 
exceeded only by England. Russia received $11 billion 
in American-made munitions, war supplies, industrial 
equipment, food, clothing and other materials from 
the United States. These included 14,000 fighting 
planes and bombers, radar equipment, electronic de- 
vices, tanks, trucks, jeeps, electric batteries, machine 
tools, locomotive rails, rubber industry plants, $216 
billion in industrial and commerical equipment, oil 
refinery plants, ingredients for atom bombs, foods in- 
cluding shiploads of choice N. Y. and Va. hams, play 
ground equipment, fancy smoking pipes, and ships of 
various kinds costing $1.2 billion. Many of the ships 
are now moving Russian exports into foreign markets 
in competition with American products. 

Efforts of Secretary of State Cordell Hull under the 
New Deal failed to move the Reds to a settlement of 
the $800 million post-World War I debt. Now Russia 
reneges on its World War IT eleven billion dollar debt. 
Russia claims that it lost more men and suffered great- 
er destruction than any other allied country during 
the war. But she helped Hitler launch the war. Russia 
gained control over vast territories, annexing 264,200 
square miles and subjecting 4,823,960 square miles of 
other territories indirectly as “satellites,” not includ- 
ing Red China and North Korea, and looted and 
drained the nations within those territories of wealth 
and received billions in forced reparations. 

The United States has whittled the $11 billion debt 
to $800 million and Russia’s best offer has been $300 
million to square the $11 billion (World War II) and 
$800 million (post-World War I) debts on our books, 
but only if a huge credit is set up for Russia’s pur- 
chase of heavy industrial machinery, and if Russia is 
included among the “favored nations” in our trade 
activities which means a 50% deduction in tariffs on 
Russian exports to this country and on the customary 
exchange basis as given England, Canada, France and 
other free countries. 

Is the United States going to fall for Russia’s fraud 
again? Has not Communist Russia been a particu- 
larly “favored nation” long enough?

“Trade union leaders,” it reports in the June 1959 
issue, “may soon be faced with their strongest chal- 
lenge from the Communists since the 1930's, for Party 
bigwigs are plotting to steal leadership of the workers 
from present ‘conservative’ union leaders. Business- 
men have a big stake in the outcome of this effort, too. 
[f the Communists win, it will be on issues which tend 
to sound the death knell to free enterprise, 

“Watch for propaganda attacking the ‘speed up’ and 
urging workers to demand the right to negotiate their 
own rates of production, This concept, say the Com- 
munists, ‘will break down that omnipotent portion of 
the contract known as management prerogatives” In 
other words, if the Communists have their way, labor, 
not management, will run management.” 

Another facet of the Conference’s work involves an 
even more forceful attack on Communism.

With each succeeding year there has been a steady 
increase of interest in this program until more than 
1,000 communities are participating in all parts of the 
United States, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands. 

“Know Your America Week,” President Eisenhower 
has said, “can be a meaningful event as it reminds us 
of our solemn obligation as citizens. We have little 
to fear from subversive influences if by example we 
demonstrate our knowledge of the duties and privi- 
leges of free Americans. 

“Each citizen,” he added, “should know the history 
of our land, and the part he is expected by tradition 
to take in the impartial administration of justice: In 
the functions of government on local. state, and na- 
tional levels and in the broad destiny of our nation.” 

There can be little doubt that the impact of KNOW 
YOUR AMERICA WEEK upon the international 
Communist conspiracy has been terrific.

What is the key? Personal responsibility. Our fu- 
ture as a nation depends not so much upon what others 
have done or will do as upon what you will do. 

And today is of supreme importance. “While bla- 
tantly repeating the ‘Big Lie’ of peaceful coexistence,” 
says J. Edgar Hoover, “the Communist enemy, aided 
by followers working from within, has already subju- 
gated 17 countries with a population of over 900,000,- 
000 people or about one-third of those on the face of 
the globe. 

“One hundred years ago, Communism was regarded 
as an impractical theory. Some forty years ago, at the 
time of the Bolshevik Revolution, Communism com- 
manded eighty thousand followers. Today it claims 
a total world merbership of more than 33,000,000 with 
active Party units located in 83 nations.” 

And the number one target of world-wide Commu- 
nism is the United States. 

In view of these facts it is crystal clear that you 
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and you and you—regardless of race, color, creed, 
position in society, or any other factor —are of ut- 
most importance to us as a nation, Each of you has 
an individual responsibility to his country, Accept 
it. Become full-time citizens! 

When you do that, we shall have nothing to fear. 
America will be safe from all comers. One hundred 
and sixty million Americanism activitists are in- 
vincible!

stention from politics, and fails to interest himself in 
the conduct of his Government is attempting to shirk 
a compelling duty. 

America will need all its strength and resources to 
weather the crises it must face in this oncoming dec- 
ade, Our present inventory of resources is reassuring;

transferred Premiership to General Ne Win. Several 
hundred of the subverters and agents of Peking and 
Moscow were arrested and the Ne Win Government 
begun to achieve great successes in the liquidation of 
the Communist insurgents, 

Soviet and Chinese Governments plans were frus- 
trated. The Soviet Embassy in reports to Moscow 
labeled the Ne Win Government “pro-imperialist,” 
“fascist” and accused it of “liquidating the peoples 
freedoms and rights.” The Soviet Embassy was es- 
pecially angered by the Ne Win Government’s correct 
attitude of true neutrality. 

As a result of the changed situation in Burma, a 
new plan has been developed for the Communist 
achievement of power. Two months prior to my de- 
parture from the Soviet Embassy, the Embassy received 
a document from Moscow that gave the official line of 
Soviet Government’s actions in Burma. 

According to the decision reached in Moscow and re- 
layed to the Soviet Embassy as guidance, the follow- 
ing efforts should be made in Burma: 

1. To increase the support by al! possible means 
to the Communist National United Front, 

2. Split the leadership of the Burmese Army by 
all possible means, 

3. Split and weaken the influence of the Stable 

AFPFL. 

The final goals of Peking and Moscow in Burma 
are the same, although there are some differences in 
their tactics. Burma and Cambodia along with Indo- 
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nesia are recognized to be in the sphere of influence 
of China while the recognized Soviet sphere of influ- 
ence includes, in this area, India, Ceylon and Afghan- 
istan. The immediate interest of Moscow is to have 
3urma as a weak but friendly neutral, with the Com- 
munists working slowly towards achieving a Com- 
munist government by parliamentary methods, The 
insurgency is considered to be a lost cause by the 
Soviet Government and even harmful to Soviet inter- 
ests. The Chinese generally don’t believe in the use- 
fulness of neutrality and has therefore maintained 
support of the Communist insurgents and kept the 
Burma border problem unsettled. 

While the Soviet Government hopes to seize Burma’s 
hand in order to more easily seize her throat, the Chi- 
nese Communists endeavor to seize Burma’s throat di- 
rectly. The result is the same.

fight to save her brother’s life. But since there was 
no political advantage to Billy’s plight, the financial 
war-chest and propaganda arsenal of the bleeding 
hearts were kept in moth-balls, awaiting the day when 
the big guns would thunder on behalf of Chessman. 
Meanwhile, less “intellectual” criminals have been led 
to the gas chamber, with never a peep of protest from 
the self-decorated humanitarian brotherhood of sob- 
sisters. 

The pro-Chessmanites insist he is a “border-line” 
genius and his great “intellectuality” must be “saved.” 
Chessman, of course, is a valued warrior in the Com- 
munist cause. In his books, he champions straight 
Marxist principle. Over and over, he belabors the 
theme that “society” — capitalist society, of course — 
is to blame for all his crimes, and those of all other 
criminals. Rather than show regret or repentance 
over his wrongdoings, he “indicts” society for its mis- 
treatment of him. As an “underprivileged” boy, he 
supposedly got a raw deal from society. His criminal 
career is just his justifiable way of “getting even.” 
But, always a coward, Chessman didn’t have even the 
lame guts of a Dillinger, who took a machine-gun and 
robbed banks. Chessman put a red light on his car, 
pretending to be a police officer, as he skulked up and 
down lovers lane, robbing boys and raping girls in 
parked cars. One girl whom he sexually outraged 
was a cripple, not fully recovered from a polio attack. 
Anyone contending that Chessman is a “master-mind” 
ought to have his or her own mind examined, Just 
how is he getting even with “society” by abusing a 
crippled girl? Just how is “society” responsible for 
his singular cowardice and depravity? 

Leaning over backwards to be fair and humane, 
Governor Brown himself recoiled in horror at the 
hard-boiled egotism of this sex fiend, who shows no 
sorrow over any of his crimes, but in every press in- 
terview, continues to argue in the most arrogant way 
that capitalist “society” is to blame and that he is 
really innocent of all wrongdoing. Left-wing agitators 
must, indeed, be hard up for “talent” if they figure 
Chessman is so “valuable” to their cause that he must 
be “saved” at all cost. 

Although exposed to the kindly ministrations of 
chaplains and visiting evangelists, during his long 
years in prison, Chessman remains a hard-bitten athe- 
ist and blasphemer. With the breezy boastfulness of 
Khrushchev himself, Chessman asserts there is no 
God, no life beyond the grave, no coming Day of Judg- 
ment. “Oblivion,” he pontificates after the fashion of 
a left-wing college professor, is all that awaits one 
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after death. Still, like any other cowardly infidel, he 
actually fears the hereafter by his whines that he does 
not want to die. 

One newspaper interviewer said that Chessman 
shows no more concern or regret over his abuse of 
helpless girls than the Budapest butchers show over 
their rape of the Hungarian people. That about sums 
it up! 

Chessman’s hard-boiled, nasty, contemptuous attitude 
toward womanhood is borrowed directly from Karl 
Marx. In the Communist Manifesto, Marx and Engels 
brazenly announced the Communist purpose to estab- 
lish an openly legalized “community of women.” Hu- 
man females would be “nationalized,” “collectivized,” 
held in common, and subjected to common use. In try- 
ing to justify this abomination, Marx and Engels ar- 
gued that in Christian “bourgeois” societies, all wo- 
men are common and cheap, adultery is universal, but 
this “free-love” is carried on under a veil of hypocrisy. 
The Communists would just bring it out in the open 
and make it legal, so they have maintained. Chess- 
man’s attitude toward women seems to be a mixture of 
straight Marxism and modern Kinseyism. Professor 
Kinsey, of course, was the Indiana University profes- 
sor who gathered a lot of phoney statistics to prove 
that nearly all Americans are immoral in one way or 
another, Therefore, laws upholding common decency 
should be done away with. A Professor of Biology, 
Kinsey contended man is only an animal and, since 
the masses of men are living that way anyway, “barn- 
yard morality,” as it might be called, should be legal- 
ized. 

The alibi of the sex criminal, of course, nearly al- 
ways is to the effect that all women are common and 
cheap, anyway, and that rape or other sexual abuse is 
a more-or-less trivial offense, 

Once the people come to know how the Chessman 
mind, allegedly so “brilliant,” really works, in accord 
with Marxism, the left-wing sobbers may find that 
they have something worse than a white elephant on 
their hands. One could hardly think of a worse adver- 
tisement of Marxian Socialist-Communism than the 
demonstration that, in its contempt for women and 
its indictment of capitalist society, it gives sanction 
and encouragement to the kind of life and thought to 
be found in the person of Caryl Chessman. 

The pro-Chessman crusade may succeed in giving 
Uncle Sam’s brand of equal and exact justice a black 
eye in some parts of the world subjected to pinko 
propaganda. But in the long run, it is difficult to see 
how the left-wingers can hope to make any worthwhile 
hay out of their ill-considered and scandalous cham- 
pionship of such a character as the convicted kidnap- 
rapist, Communist-minded author and agitator, C. 
Chessman. 
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later, as policy-maker for his State, and then for the 
Continental Congress; as leading delegate to the Con- 
stitutional Convention; and, finally, as our first Presi- 
dent. 

Having read voluminously and critically his public 
addresses, one can recall no sentiment, policy or decla- 
ration that seems the least antiquated or mal-apropos. 
Washington’s purposes and policies seem today as 
good as they were thought during his lifetime. And 
that is quite an encomium after two centuries of “prog- 
ress” and changing times and habits. Certainly no 
modern government or leadership can claim any great 
superiority to that of Washington’s day.

It says 
the reduction may be made over a four-year period; Khrush- 
chevy says for propaganda, “within a year Russia not only 
has an armed military force of four and one-half million 
men, but she also has a state police force (for internal mili- 
tary action) composed of some one million men Unlike 
the SA and her NATO allies, Russia controls the Russian 
trained, commanded and equipped forces of her satellite 
countries. These forces compose Russia's front line troops 


Red Chinese and North Korean forees are also trained. 
equipped and indirectly commanded by Russia and are sub- 
ject to her call in a major emergency, just as Russia’s armed 
forces are on “‘standby’’ in behalf of Red China 

On the other hand, NATO countries contribute only token 
forces to NATO and not their full forces, France none 
rhese armed forces are not subject to USA command, as are 
the full forces in countries controlled by Russia and Red
